I am forwarding Mr. Indian Agent Anfield's 
letter of June 4th in connection with the proposed 
operation of the Sunnyside Indian Day School during 
the months of July, August and September. This school 
was closed during the period January 18th to April 12th 
and aside from the fact that the operation of the school 
during the summer months will give the children an 
opportunity to complete their school work for the year, 
it would be of considerable advantage to the Indian 
parents working at the Cannery if the children were 
occupied. I concur with the Agent's views and would 
recommend that the school remain open and that Miss 
Atkinson be employed during the months July to September 
inclusive.

She made very 
wild statements about the fear she hud of th Indians 
aud referred to tie tragedy that occurred at Port Essing- 
ton several years ago and stated that she expected the 
sane to happen to her. Apparently she will associate 
with neither the Indians ur the white people at th.s 
point because, to quote her, "they are all against me", 
At several po.nts during the conversation she broke down 
and cried. She asked how soon she could leave and when 
[ told her that the Department usually expected at least 
a months notice she wept, 


In the latter part of January I recieved a letter 
from Mrs. Kennedy that indicated that she was not hapyy 
it Sunnyside, in the light of what I have found at this 
school it shows signs of the beginning of this teacher's 
breakdown, This letter is in my files in the Vancouver 
ofrice under her name, 


All os this indicated that Mrs. Kennedy should 
be moved without delay and I have made arrangements 
with her and iir, Anfield to have the Naskeena pick her 
up at Sunnyside on Monday, February 9th, and bring her 
to Prince Rupert. I had some difficulty in persuading 
‘rs. Kennedy that it would be s fe for her to travel 
in this way as she said she was airaid she might be 
"kidnapped", 


I recommend that Mrs. Kennedy's resignation be 
accepted as from the end of this month.

I have the henor to snclose ry repert en the Alert 

Bay Industrial School for the renth ef Oct®ber , which 1t 
wili be neticed in not altogether a favorable ene. 

I have alwaye regarded this and sirilar inetitutiens 
as the only reans of liftigg th= Indians of this Agency te 
the higher level which sheuld prevail. Ae a censequence I 
have spared no effort at any and all tires to de everything 
in ~y power to make it a success. Mr Ditchburn, Inepecter 
ef Indian Agencies,has heen inspecting this effice and 
affaires pertaining tc this agency and accerpanied re te the 
Industrial School, and I regret to estate there was nething 
to justify the praise which I had bestewed en the institution. 

@ne very regrettable fact was the absence of both the 
Principal and assistant teachers ef the institutien, whe 
were away entirely without censent fror the Departrent. 

The Principal casually in conversation on the evening of 
15th instant rentiened that he was g@ing te Victoria te 
attend the meeting o* the clerical syned, and that George 
Luther his assistant had already gone. He was asked if the 
scheol was te be allowed to run itself but replied that ire 
Cerker would be in charge. I inferred hir that I could net 
consider that thie arrangerent would be at all satisfactory 
to the Departrent, and advieed that either he or his assistant 


should remain at hore, and that as the Departrent built 
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ané equipped the scheol, and previded the necessary finds 
fer ite raintenance, that, to put the matter very rildly, 

it was only a ratter of courtesy that before vacating his 
post for a week he should first ehtnin permission fren the 


Departrent, and sven then sheuld previde a preper substitute. 


It may be rerembered that in June 19¢6 the Principal 
of this institutien went to England en furleugh for over a 
year. 8n that eccasien theugh he had been making preparatiens 
for renth s with regard to his departure the Departrent wee 
not consulted on the matter. This occasiened considerable 
correspondence with the Departrent and this rethed of prec- 
eedure was condemned by the Departrent, and en hin return 
to duty this office netified the Principal that his cenduct 
had rerited the digappreval of the Departrent. 

I do net wish to dictate te the Departrent what course 
should or should not he pursued but I would reepectfully 
recorrend that a reprirand sheuld be sent to the Principal 
frem your effice , a cepy ef which shewld be sent to this 
office, se that in future these unpleasantnencee ray be 
avoided, 

I wish to state that there is abselutely no persenal 
animus in the ease, but feel that 1+ ia my duty te caal your

I hee to acknow'edre the receipt of your let- 
ter of November 25. Vr.Corker and his Assistant attended the 
taeeting of the Synod, and the Sehool at Alert Bay was left under 
the charge of Mrs Corker assisted by her son, who has lately 
returned from a food public school in England. Mrs Corker holds 
the highest certificates for teaching,and has had larve exper- 
ience, and is an exeellent diseiplinarian. 

With re-ard to Mr.Corker himself I can assure you 
that no better Master could be found. le is a man of very 
strone character, and resents any interference,except from those 
who have authority. We all deplore the resignation Of Mr, 
Vowell as Superintendent. His wise and firm rule was thorough- 
ly appreciated. No greater mistake could be made than to 
rake a man like Mr.Corker feel that he was to be subordinate 
to,and take his orders from,an Indian Arent. In this case 
if Mr Halliday, knowing that Mr.Corker was away, had offered 
to assist irs, Corker in any way in his power, he would have 
in «wy opinion, been doing his duty; but at sueh a time to 
“inspect” and libel the Sehool, would I am sure have drawn from 
Mr.Vowell or any other official ead of a Department a rebuke. 

Several parts of the Sehool require money to 
he spent upon it, but apart from this, you may be assured that 
the discipline and the influence for good of Wr.Corker are all 
that eould be desired.

My dear Sir: 

Your reply to my letter makes it clear that this 
Diocese is responsible for the management of the new Home 
for Girls at Alert Bay. Will you please forward to me the 
necessary form of agreement, which will convey the Home to 
our charge. We are now ready to undertake the responsibility, 
subject to one condition expressed below. 

I have just returned from visiting the new Home; 
the building is excelient in every way and scems to be well 
and thoronghly durnished with necessaries of all sorts, and 
of the best material. Mr. Halliday has evidently made these 
things his special care. and deserves our thanka for his pains. 

The site is, in my judgment, not so wisely selected; 
the close proximity to the Boys' School is likely to increase 
the difficulty of maintaining due discipline in both institut- 
ions. The Department will, I hope, recognize there will be 
this difficulty and will be also confident that those who 
take charge of the Home will do their best to overcome it. 

The girls dormitory is too small to accomodate go. 
This is quite obvious now that the thirty beds are put up in 


it. There is however no real difficulty here, for other roonr 
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can be used for pome of the ewer girls to sleep in. 

A wise provision 1or the education of the girlie is, 
in my opinion, vital to the success of the whole undertaking. 
The plan hitherto suggested has been that the girls snould be 
taugnt at the village school. This will involve a walk to and 
fro of a considerable distance; the school ie, I think, about 
half a mile away from the Home, and the walk would be through 
the native non-Christian village. I am so sure that experience 
will prove this to be harmful for the children that I am 
constrained to make it a condition of our undertaking the 
management that provision should be made for teaching the 
girls in the Home. This will not be difficult, for the Home 
is generously planned. If the Department will provide the 
necessary equipment, room could be spared for a schoolroom 
without any great inconvenience at present. When the school 
obtains ite full quota of thirty girls, it will probably be 
necessary to build a special schoolroom within the enclosure 
within which the Home stands- 

Would you kindly give me further information upon 
the following points,~- 

1. If half-breed children are admitted, will the per capita 
grant be given for them ? I understand that many 
of the children are likely to be half-breeds. 

2, Teachers mst, of course, be competent, but, under present 
regulations, must they always be certificated teachers ? 


3. I believe, in some cases, children leave the Home or are

fall ? 

I have taken some steps, but no final steps, towards 
the appointment of a staff. There is a éreat deal to be done 
in preparation, and I feel that we shoulda not undertake to 
receive the girls until one month after the signing of the 
agreement. There will be no unnecessary delay, and I can 
assure you that the object of all who have a share in the 
work will be to secure the highest success for the under—

The only com laint 2-had to investigate at Alert Bay 
was in connection with the nanagement of the Girls! Home, A 
number of the girls who had been allowed out on their holidays, 
had not returned and a special constable had been appointed to 
bring them back. Some of the parents contended that the children 
had not been looked after properly and were allowed to go home 
with their heads in an unclean condition; also that the girls 
were made to work digging the garden and doing other general 
work around the school which they did not think girls should be 
Called upon to do, I regret to say that upon investigation 
these complaints were well founded. Ags regards the childrens! 
heads not being key in a clean condition, it was admitted by 
the school authorities that some time last year some of the 
girls went to their hones and their heads were found to be in- 
fected with vermin, I took this matter up with the Imatron, Miss 
Neville, and she admitted that, at the time about which the 
In iians complained, owing to the staff being extremely busy, the 
childrens' heads had not been properly inspected for a week, With 
referende to the complaint of the Indians that the girls had to 
do work which they should not be called upon to do, this and the 
other complaint is the direct result of a recommendation I made 
to the hanageniont of this school at the time it was opened not 
being carried out. At that time r gave as my opinion that it 
would be found necessary to have a man elployed to do the 
éeneral labor work and carry out the many odd jobs in connection 
with this institution that no woman could do successfully. How 
ever, I was informed that such help was not required and that 
the staff and the girls could do everything that was necessary,

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The result has been that the girls have been made to do all the 
work in connection with the establishment and the premises, This 
was all right wntil the novelty wore off and then the Indians 
had a chance to complain, and to my mind with some just cause, 

In so far as the childrens' heads not being kept clean 
I am satisfied that after my talk with the matron that this will 
not happen again, but I would recomend that the authorities, 
who have supervision of this school, should be informed that 
it is necessary to have a man appointed who will attend to the 
general work of the school, for it cannot be expected that Mr, 
Eli Hwmt, who is the manual training instructor of the Boys! 
Industrial School, whould act as general utility at the Girls! 
Home, for his time is, or showld be, fully taken up giving in- 
structions to the boys. However as the Girls' Home is under the 
supervision of the Anglican Diocese of British Columbia and the 
Boys! Industrial School is supervised by the Church Missionary 
Society, two separate and distinct bodies, a scheme of such a 
nature wovld not work out satisfactorily. If a man is appointed 
to do the general work around the Girls' Home it would then give 
the staff full opportunity to carry out their duties nore effici 
ently and would permit of no excuse for laxity in their oversight 
of the childrens! persons,

At the Girls! Home, of which Miss A.R,Neville is 
Matron, there were only 21 girls pBesent, 11 not having returned 
since their holidays. I have since received word that the special 
constable had succeeded ‘in bringing all the children back to the 
school! Miss N.E.Nixon gives the girls a g00d education in the 
Classroom and the children have been Imaking all the progress 
that can be expected of them, Nothing serious has taken place 
anongst the pupils so far as their health is concerned during

I regret to inform you that I have received a

letter from Mr. Indian Agent Falliday stating that on 
Sunday, the 13th instant, an attempt was made to burn down 
the Indian Girls Home at Alert Bay by two of the pupile, 
and on this matter I have to draw your attention to the 
remarks contained in Mr. Halliday's letter wherein he seys 
that after a conference between himself and Principal 
Corker he suggested that if the two ¢irls were given a 
good thrashing it would not occur again. 

I am inclined to think that too much leniency 
has been extended to the pupils on this matter, as this is 
the fifth Indian school that hes been on fire in a period 
of nine months. 

In the five weeks from May 5th to June 15th, 
1917, the Ahousaht, Alberni and Sechelt schools were burned 
down, the Clayoquot Indian school was also set on fire but 
wes put out before much damage was done. Upon investigation 
it was shown that at Ahousaht and Clayoquot the fires were 
deliberately set by some of the pupils, at Alberni and 
Sechelt the origin of the fires was doubtful. The fire at 
Alert Bay makes the fifth,and I am therefore of the opinion 
that these girls should have been arrested and dealt with 
under Section 511 of the Criminal Code,which deals with the 
Grime of arson, as I believe that if these girls had been

17th, 1818, to Chief Inspector Ditehburn. 


I have also to report that institution had a 
narrow escape from being burned lest Sunday night. A girl 
by name of Kathlean Collison,who comes from the north, from 
a spirit of pique over some fancied grievance procured 
some 01d rags, soaked them with coal oil, and crawled under 
the building in the part that has not been excavated and set 
fire to the waste, amongst the joints of the building. It 
was just at the time they were preparing to go to church, 
but fortunately another girl happened to notice the blaze 
and Miss Ferryman went in with a bucket of water and the 
fire was extinguished immediately before any harm was done. 
Mr. Corker held an investigation into it ana finally the girl 
confessed and stated that another girl had been with her at 
the time. The reason given for the offence war that if the 
home was burned they would have a good holiday before a new 
One could be built. Mr. Corker reported the affeir to me and 
asked me what I thought best to do as the staff at the girls 
home thought she should he sent to jail. after hearing all 
about this matter I told Mr. Corker that if, under the cir- 
cumstances, he gave the two of them a good thrashing that it 
would not occur again, and that if the girls were sent héme 
the same thing would be likely to occur agein, as in ny x= 
perience while teaching at the Boys Home wes that oftentimes 
mischief Was done bg the boys in the hope that they would be 
discharged from the school and sent home and not from any 
Criminal or malicious intent.

BOYS' SCHOOL. 


At the time of my visit to Alert Bay this summer, 
I found an insufficient staff on the voys' side and no 
harmony among the officers. The Principal has poor control 
over both boys and staff and, generally speaking, the 
institution is only fuirly successful. 


At this institution the boys' and girls' plants 
are entirely separate in finance ana management, with the 
exception of the Prinoipal himself. Even the gardens are 
under different control. 


The boys' ouilding needs new flooring on the main 
/ floor, ana the foundation Will have to be renewed very shortly. 
The range in the kitchen is in bad condition. The lavatories 
are all outdoor, and a new one for staff is badly needed. 
The water supply is adequate. Stoves only are used for 
heating. Luundry equipment is all "hand" in type. Water 
should be piped to it. Lighting is entirely by lamps. 


The boys' classroom, which ie a separate building, 
is in bad shape. It is crowded and the desks are poor, 
nd at the otner end of the building there is a noisy car- 
penter shop. 


a5 The coys' dormitories (2) are fairly good, but 
beds are badly needed . There are no Wasn room or lavatory 
facilities on the upper floors. 


W A complete new school for boys is really needed, 
¢ and Dr. Westgate sug ests builaing onto the girls school, 
t The present water system would be adequate for a large 
(Y WKbuilding.

There are 
50 on the waiting list now, The Kwawkewlth Agency is 
entirely Protestant, 


GIRLS' SCHOOL.

The girls' dormitory has plenty air space, but hardly enough 
floor space for 56 girls. Lavatory and wash room facilities 
the same floor as the dormitory.

The building on the whole is 
well provided, but is too small for 36 girls.

Mc, Inspector Cairns, in a rerort on his inspection 
of the Alert Bay Industrial and Girls’ boarding school in 
February, last, states that the milch oom kent give a very 
small supply of milk, ani that he has adv sed the Principal 
to get rid of them and obtain a better grade of cows. 


He also draws attention to the quantity of milk 
used at the girl's school. He states that in January, last, 
only +5 gallons of milk were produced, 7 of which were sold, 
also that 10 pounds of butter were made, 5 of which were aold. 


This is quite an inadequate supply of milk for the 
use of the pupils, Milk should form one of the main items 
of diet, esnecially for the younger children, and you should 
take up with the Principal the matter of obtaining a sufficient 
number of good miloh cows to supply the pupils with an adequate 
supply of milk each day. 


Owing to the small quantity of milk at present 
produced, it should be used for the benefit of the pupils, 
and none should be sold. This also applies to the butter 
made. 


I will be pleased if you will consult the Principal 
regarding the obtaining of more miloh cows, and inform the 
Department as to what he proposes to do in this matter, as 
milk should be served to the pupils, especially the younger 
ones, at each meal.

It is with very great regret that I have to make the follow- 
ing report. 

About 7.30 pm. Sept. I5th. I was informed that the Girls! 

Home was on fire. I hurriatGver at once and found that a Pile of 
coate in the attic had been ablaze, but had already been extinguished 
by Mise Dibben, Matron 1/e, with an Bxtinguisher, This lady's 
presence of mind and promptitude was vary praiseworthy. 

Mr. Indian Agent Hallidayarrived a few minutes after me and it 
was Clear to us both that the fire was not of accidental origin. 
Upon invertigation it was found that the fire had heen deliberately 
lit by Kitty Wannuck, accompanied by Marion Wahbh, We also discover -— 
ed that a small fire on Sept. 7th. had yeen 11% by Molly Wilson. 
(This was a small fire in some underelothes, which did no damage. I 
reported this to Rev. Dr, Westgate, but did not think it of sufficient 
importance to report to the Dept., as no dauage was dons, and the fire 
appeared te be accidental). 

I punished the above three girls in the presences of Mr. Hall- 
ideay and the assembled school. Also, on the recommendation of Mr, 
Nalliday, Kitty Wannock was expelled that evening. All three girls 
were members of a small group which had given us 4 great deal of trouble 
last term, and their only excuse was that they wanted to get out of 
school. phar 
I would strongly recommend that all the girls he sent to a 
Reformatory, or a more distant school. Molly Wilspn and Marion 
Webb have a bad influencs in the School, but I should not like to see 
them sent to k their own villages, - they need to he saved from tham- 
selves. Also if Kitty Wannock is permitted to ramain at home it 
will only encourage other girls who wish to get out to commit similar 
acts. On the other hand if all three girls are sent away the moral 
effect will be very great. 

I am glad to be able to report that no damage whatever was 
done to thé building itself, The only damage was to clothing and 
bedding, of which the folling was destroyed: -~

I have your letter of the 17th ultimo, informing the 
Department of the occurence of two firee at the Alert Bay Girle' 
Home, on the eveninge of the 7th and 15th ultimo. A commun- 
deation hae aleo been received from the Principal, detailing 
the ciroumstancee in connection with both theee firee and the 
action taken to investigate the cause. We note that in both 
cagsee the fires were of incendiary origin, se they were set by 
pupile - three girle having acknowledged that they were the 
guilty parties. 


Regarding the euggeetion that coneideration be given 
to the prosecution of thece girle and that they be eent to a 
reform school, I have to eay that it ie not coneidered advigable 
to take thie action. We note that they were whipped in the 
presence of youreelf, the etaff and the reet of the girle and 
that Kitty Whonnoek was expelled and taken home to her people.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of June 
28th (No. 166-0-1) relative to the question of a “better balanced 
diet" for the pupils at the Alert Bay Indian Residential School, 
and to inform you in reply that this important matter has been 
receiving the very careful attention of our Society throughout 
the past year. It has formed the subject of some correspondence 
with the Principal, and was also given careful consideration by me 
at the time of my last visit to this institution. It will, of 
course, promptly receive the further consideration which you 
suggest, but there are certain factors which enter into this 
particular case which may not have been communicated to you, and 
to which I think it well to direct your attention. 


1. In the firet place I should like to state that the only 
items of food about which there has been any question of an 
inadequate quantity being furnished are butter and sugar. On 
referring to my report to our Commission, on my visit to this 
School in August of last year, I find special reference made to 
these two items. I also find that provision was made for an 
increase in the quantity of sugar which was to be allowed, and 
the provision thus made has been carefully adhered to. 


The question of an increase in the supply of butter has 
also been considered, but owing to the lack of sufficient funds 
our Society has not been able to sanction the full amount which 
the School management have requested. They have always furnished, 
however, the amount fixed by schedule for all of the schools under 
their control, and this, it was felt, along with the quantities 
of syrup, peanut butter, etc., provided, was sufficient to meet 
the school's need.

In the second place, I beg to state that as practically 
no complaints have been made by any of the other Schools under 
our Society's control about a Shortage of either butter or sugar, 
our Commission have been pugsied to kmow why any such should 
have reached your Department with regard to the Alert School. 
The only conclusion they have, so far, been able to reac in 
this matter is that your local re resentatives namely, Mr. Indian 
Agent Halliday and Mr. Inspector Cairns have not furnished the 
Principal of the Alert Bay School with all the support and 
confidence which they could reasonably be expected to give. In 
Support of this conolusion I may state that Mr. Inspector Cairns 
before he left the School at the time of his last visit informed 
the Principal that his report on the food would show that it 
was "Good in quality, Sufficient in quantity, Recommend more 
fate". On the 8th of June Mr. Indian Agent Halliday, accompanied 
by his Stenographer, presented himself at the School and stated 
that he had received orders from your Department to investigate 
food matters. When leaving the School after making his 
investigation he took away with him all the food requisitions 
for the three quarters of this year. 


The Prinoi pal having placed the above facts side by 
Side has come to the conclusion that the Inspector must have 

he tenor of his report before despatching the same to 
your Department, and is at a loss to know why he should have done 
80- He is of the opinion that this must have been done at the 
request of the Indian Agent butjas no certain proof that such is 
the case. If the Inspector changed his report at the suggestion 
of Mr. Indian Agent Halliday who fever uttered a complaint to the 
Principal personally, nor ever Visited the School to examine the 
food for himself, then the Conclusion which our Commission have 
reached that the Principal has not been receiving the support 
and confidence of your local re resentatives, appears to me to 
be well founded, and I hope tha you may take the necessary steps 
to alter this condition o affairs. F

With reference to the Zirst peregraph of the 
pecond page of your comaunication, I wish to point out that 
the Alert Bay School is peculiarly situated and it is 
possible that more fat should be provided ror the Indians 
of this vicinity. 


I note with regret that you consider the Principal 
has not received the support and confidence of our local 
representatives. With regard to the points you raise in this 
connection, I wish to state that Mr. Indian Agent Halliday, 
three days after he Zirst reported on the food supplied at 
the Alert say School, corrected his statement concerning 
the different allowances at the Girle' and Boys' Homes. 
Again, our representative does not state "that the Principal 
informed him he had teken up with the Commission the natter 
of the soarcity of foods but thet the Commission had done 
nothing to remedy it." The word "Fete" is written in place 
of the word “foods,” and your letter, which I am acknow ledg- 
ing, shows thet Mr. Helliday's contention ie correct. 


Concerning your requests, | wish to state that 
our local representatives have standing orders to assist 
principals of schools as far se possible. I am asking Mr. 
Halliday to return the food requisitions to the principal. 
I might point out thet his letter reads in part as follows: 
“Mr, Spackuan allowed me the free use of his requisitions."

Dear Sir:- 


I have to inform you that the Rev. F. 8S. Spackman, M.A., 
Principal of the Alert Bay Schools since June 1923 has been called 
to England on account of the serious illness of his father and 
tendered his resignation to our Society, the same to take effect 
at the end of last month. Mr. Spackman's resignation has been 
accepted with very deep regret, and I beg to inform you that the 
Rev. F. Comley, Missionary-in-charge of Alert Bay has been given 
the position of Acting Principal for the month of December. 
January 1st of next year Mr. F. Zarl Anfield, who is at present on 
the staff of St. George's School, Lytton, B.C., will relieve Mr. 
Comlgy from any further responsibility in connection with the 
Schools by taking charge in the capacity of Acting Principal. He 
will hold this position until an Ordained man has been found to 
take over the Principalship. 


With regard to Mr. Anfield's qualifications, I beg to 
submit the sed. ouiag information contained in @ letter he hed 
addressed to me on Nov. lst:- 


" Am 29 years of age, born and educated in England, where I 
attended the William Hllis College; teacher-trained in London, 
Eng., and Ontario, and have close on seven years experience in 
teaching, three of which were as Principal of the Provincial 
Reformatory, one as Principal of the Fort George Public 
School, and the remainder here at Lytton. Have been Senior 
Leader at the Y.M.C.A. Boys' Camp for Vancouver, for the past 
six years, where I gained an intimate kmowledge of boyology 
outside the schoolroom. Am also experienced in physical 
culture, and have a working knowledge of medicine and nursing 
having nursed the boys here through severe epidemics of 
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smallpox, scarlet fever, measles, and other ailments. 


As far as Indian education here is concerned, I have built 
the school up to Entrance standard, and passed the first 
children ever to enter High School from Lytton. But 1 am not 
too keen on much advanced education for them, and I devote 
much time to the teaching of practical agriculture and 
hygiene, which subjects I consider to be fundamentally 
important for Indians; the first to enable them to compete 
with the whites and thus make a serene! and the second to 
enable them to live as we have decided they must live. 


Health is all important and I have tried by every means to 

teach the children here its real value. We have an organized 
Health Club, with weight charts, etc., and that we have been 
partly successful is shown by an increase in weight of 1500 1b. 
among 100 children in the past school year, with another 

increase of from nothing to 100 qt. of whole milk drunk per 

day, and the Indian as a class does not like milk as 4 beverage”.

Both boys and girls are practising calisthenics and deep- 
breathing. The work along this line is excellent. The pupils 
play basketball under the training of Mr. Anfield."

The Principal appears well adapted to the special type of work 
carried on here Tisovincied Reformatory); control is firm, and 
the pupils work with interest and effort. The class methods 

are good and organization good. Co-operative methods and 

efforts by the pupils themselves needs to be emphasized, with 
plenty of class teaching and careful training in oral expressions 
The written exerwigses are neatly and carefully done; and the 
drawing and colour work is good. The general attitude of the 
pupils towards school work is better than might be expected." 


Owing to the presence of an Ordained Missionary in the 
town of Alert Bay our Society does not consider it absolutely 
necessary to make an immediate appdéintment of an Ordained man to the 
Principalship of these Schools. They have decided, however, not to 
depart from their rule to give the position of Principal to none but 
men in full Orders, and when a suitable man has been found Mr. 
Anfield will be asked to serve under him in the capacity of Vice- 
Principal or given an appointment at another School.

Thus tas story goes, and when one sorts t all out and pigeonholes 
the facte where they belong, one shivg is plainly to ve seen, and 
that is that the day of the Ina: 1 fishing is nearly cone, unles 
he can be trained to fish scientis ‘lly like bis white brotuer. 
For like it or not, the In.ian . use race the fact that the white man 
ig consistently beating him at hs orn Games. More end more are 
the canneries putting in white crews, anc with the inevgitable cut 
in gear that must come soon, ii ig the Indian that will be laid off. 
Then in the canneries thexselves, machinery will in time oust the 
Indian women and girls who Gepend on work at filling cans to help 
support the large families during the winter months. On the trap 
line, the white man is fast encroaching on preserves forneriy held 
almost entirely »y Indians, and in many cases is consistently gettin 
more pelts per line of traps too. Not that the white is robbing any 
lend belonging to Incians, for all trpa lines are registered, but 


they are more and more wovin, in on lands not previously trapped by 
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the whites. Hardly anyone living on this coast can ceny that te aA 
‘writing is on the wall" as affeotin, the fisning industry. Las 

year was a terrible failure, and so far this year, things are not 
mach better, though: there is promise of improvevent. Too much 

sear is the cause of the trouble, and cut down gear eans cut cown 
wan power. 


And so we on the Coast are facing what the In ians og the Plains 
faced soze years back. They ha: to seek new occupetions aid they 
found tho best in feruing, and one has only to read the Annual 
Reoort of the Indian Department 4o see how skk well wany of them are 
doing uncer careful supervision on the p«rt of the Deosartuent and 
through systevatic trai ing on the part of the Schools. 


But here cn the Coast, hemmed in by gigantic mountains, the Inuians 
cannot turn to farming. He has rot the land for one thing. Many 
reserves on this coast coulc not be fared even with the best intent 
jons in tliw world. Then too, the Coast Incian is a en of seasonal 
occupstions. In our Schools at present, one coula count on one's 
fingers thenumber of boys who will return to arews capable of being 
farmea succe sfully. 


The solution seems to lie in technical training for the voys and 
Gomestic science for the girls, so that the cuildren can ve dis- 
char~ed frou Schools, the boys with some sory of tsade, wud the 
girls with a sound knowledge of housekeeping, dressmaking, and 
kindred subjects. Thus by econoiwical living, coupled with the 
earnings brought in from seasonal employment in the restricted 
fields open to them, they will be able to wake en honest livelihood. 
Indian boys snould leave school with a good knowledge of carpentery, 
capable of building their own homes with help in dlanninug, buying, etc 
They should also ve able to make or at leest repair their own and 
their families boots and shoes, and in cases where intelligence 

and aptituce warranis such help, others shovld receive course in 
machinery and electricity. Native arts, now alas aluost lost, 
snould oe revived for both boys and girls, for therein lies a 

sure source of income, outside of the fact that such a revival 
wee oreserve to peeterity arts end crafts unrivalled in their 
class, 


This is the programme that lies ahead of these Schools, but it will 
need such careful study and thought,covpled with s :etie help 
and abowe all with Divine ¢ ance and aid to meke it tie success 
tiat we would have it be. We have avsurance that the Department of 
Indian Affaire are fully willing to help and are keenl- alive to 
the needs of the Coast Indians. So we hope for great things in our 
new school, though & start on this programme has been mace even 
with the poor equip. ent at our Gisposal in these old puildings, ane 
results so far attained augur well for the future.

MEMO FOR FILE: 


In 18681, Rev. A. J. Hall, an Anglican missionery 
to the Indians, believing Alert Bay the most cent ral 
locality for his work, established a mission there and 
erected a classroom. Day school activity was commenced, 
and, in addition, olasses were held in the evening. This 
work was recognized by the Government in 1863, when 2 grant 
of $12 per pupil per year was allowed for the activity. He 
and hie wife kept a few girls in their own home, without 
any grant for their maintenance. 


Indian Agent R. H. Pidcock, of the Kwawkewlth 
agency, with headquarters at Alert Bay, wrote in 1889, 
urging the Government to establish a vocational training 
centre for Indian young men at Alert Bay and that the present 
school reserve be secured from the Provincial Crown for the 
purpose. A year later, Kev. A. J. Hall asked for the 
establishment of a girls' boarding school. In 1891, Mr. Hall 
was offered a $70 per capita grant if he would provide the 
maintenance and educate Indian girls in a boarding school 
there. Mr. Hall was unable to accept this offer at that 
time, because of his approaching furlough to England. 


In 1892 and the following year, the boys' indus- 
trial school was erected and equipped. The funds were 
provided by Parliament. In 1894, under the principalship 
of the Rev. A. W. Corker, the school was opened. Per capita 
grant of $130 per annum was allowed for 35 pupils. It is 
interesting to note that the present Indian Agent, Mr. 

W. M. Halliday, was appointed in 1897 as the first trades 
instructor. 


Rev. Mr. Hall renewed his application for a girls' 
boarding school in 1894. He and Mrs. Hall were boarding 
from 5 to 10 girls in their home at that time. The Depart- 
ment gave aseistance for the first time, and, in the following 
year (1895) a pupilage of 10 and a per capita grant of $60 
per annum was allowed. The building was owned, of course, by 
the church authorities. 


Boys' school was conducted, without interruption, 
to the present date. From 1905, however, after some diff- 
joulty in connection with supervision and because of poor 
enrolment generally, the girls' school was closed. The 
Department srected a building for the girls' boarding school 
in 1911. It was opened in 1912, with the Rev. Mr. Corker 
principal of both schnols. The Management of the boys’ 
gchool was in the missionary society, while the girls' instit- 
ution was managed by the diocesan authorities. (

Dear Mr. Anfield: 


I am happy to have this opportunity to convey a 
message to the staff and pupils and to all friends of the 
Alert Bay Indian Residential School. Your school magazine, 
"The Thunderbird," is a most commendable enterprise, and I 
wish to express the Department's congratulations and. through 
this medium, to reach the Indians for whose benefit the 
school has been established. 


To understand and appreciate the present situation, 
it is necessary to cast a backward glance at the first 
educational efforts of the Church of ingland in your district. 
In 1661, Rev. A. J. Hall, believing Alert Bay the most 
central locality, established a mission there and commenced 
a school. Classes were held both in the daytime and in the 
evening, and a few girls were kept by Mrs. Mall in her own 
home. The work was recognized by the Canadian Government in 
1885 and a grant of $12 per pupil per year was given. 


Improvement was gradual but continuous. In 1892, 
the Department commenced the erection of the Boys' Industrial 
Sehool, which was opened two years later, under the principal- 
ship of the Reverend A. W. Corker. It is interestin- to note 
that the present Indian Agent, Mr. W. M. Halliday, was the 
first trades instructor at the school. The Boys' School has 
been conducted without interruption since that date.

In 1911, Parliament 
provided funds for the erection of a building suitable 

for the maintenance and education of girls. A year later, 
girls were admitted and the new institution was placed 
under the control of Mr. Corker, Principal of the Boys' 
School. 


The Alert Bay training centre has become an 
important factor in the lives of British Columbia coast 
Indians. Encouraged by the constant zeal of those in 
charge, the Dominion Government has erected one of the most 
modern Indian school buildings in Canada. The re-establish- 
ment of the institution has been effected at a cost of

school and will face the future with new confidence. 


Indian educational work at Alert Bay had humble 
beginnings; but, all through the years, representatives of 
the Church of England and of the Department have striven 
for success, and their efforts have been supported by 
Inéian parents. The future appears bright. New standards 
of efficiency can be achieved. I appeal to graduates of 
the school and other Indian supporters, upon whose loyalty 
and interest success will largely depend.

I am more or less dubious as to the advisability of these 
expenses in connection with an escort. Looking at it from the 
view of an outsider, one would say why should the Department be 
called on to pay these expenses in the first place. The reason 
advanced by the Missionary Society is a very good one, that they 
want to see the children safely home and without being unduly 
exposed to temptation on the way. On the other hand, as soon as 
they get home they are turned loose, and if they have not suff- 
icient character to stand up against temptation after they arriv 
home, why incur the expense in seeing that they get safely home; 
let them have the temptation when they first leave, instead of 
later. However the Department in its wisdom has decided other- 
wise, and in all probability for the sake of public appearances 
the view taken is the correct one. 

The Principal has written to see if the per capita grant 
earning pupilage cannot be increased to the full capacity of the 
building, namely two hundred. He states in his letter that they 
have made such alterations as will give another cormitory and 
another classroom and if permission is granted to increase from 
175 to 200 they will be able to fill to capacity as soon as the 

oliday is over. 


VA In view of the wonderful structure that we have there,and 

of the need there is for the education of the Indian children, 
many of whom are unable to attend day school, I would recommend 
that the authority be given to increase the pupilage to 200. The 
building is capable of accommodating really more than that; the 
dining room has a seating capacity of 240, and this is the place 
where they usually run short in all these buildings.

Dear Mr. Gibson: 


Thank you for your kind letter of recent date in connection with 
the United Church children who are pupils of this school. I quite app- 
veclate your feelings in the matter of religious education of these 
Ghildven, who will be members of the United Church when they leave the 
school. May I impress upon you the fact that it is not, and never 
will be our desire to take United Churoh children from the church of 
their fathers, though this church is administered by the Anglican 
Church; it has always been my endeavour to see that the children have 
their opportunity to worship God in the manner in which they have been 
brought up. On the other hand, however, we have to consider the chil- 
dren themselves, and the question of admitting United Church children 
to communion in our church is a delicate problem. What are we to do if 
these children demand access to the sacraments of our Churoh? ‘The pre- 
pavitory classes for communicants is now in progress, admission to which 
is entirely voluntary on the part of the girls and boys attending. 
Several of your United Church children are attending, and I have spoken 
to them privately about the relationship of their own church ties. The 
children are quite insistent that they wish to continue in this commun- 
icant's class, and I do not in any way feel justified in refusing them 
such communion. In fact I think it would be a very serious thing if we 
were to refuse them equal ~ights with their fellow pupils of the schools. 
Niee distinctions of interdenominationalism are quite foreign to the 
Indian mind, and it would he fatal in my opinion to try and distinguish 
such for them. Far better for them to grow up to learn the hopes and 
possibilities of one great church of Christ, be it named United Church, 
Anglican or otherwise. 


I will be grateful to you for a frank expression of your opinion 
on this matter, as I am quite open minded on the whole thing myself. With

I am sending you letters which passed between 
Mr. Anfield, Principal of the Anglican Residential School at 
Alert Bay and myself, They will explain themselves. 


I have been dismayed reading a letter from 
Rev. G. A. Wilson, D.D., Supt. of Missions, Vancouver. Which 
lette~ is a ~eport of a joint meeting of the Anglican Church 
and the United Church re the building of Residential Schools. 
A copy has no doubt been sent to you. 


There are three resolutions which were adopted 
by the conference. . the item which troubles me is No. 2, which 
veads thus - That each Chureh should ~ec~uit only from its own 
constituency. 


To enforce this section would be to inflict 
upon the Indian people a great wrong. At this time when there 
is so much talk of Union and cooperation surely this is a back- 
ward movement, and will be misunderstood, for the Natives of 
this Coast make no fine distinctions. Both Churches ave as one 
to them. 


I find children coming home from the Anglican 
school are quite as good as those coming from our own schools, 
60 WHY make a difference? And why send child~en hundreds of 
miles away from home when there is a good school nea~ at hand? 
Of course some parents have a decided choice, but most want 
their child~en not so far away. 


In case of sickness it is a ~eal hardship upon 
both parents and children. 


At the present time we have about twenty-five 
children at the Alert Bay school and about sixteen at Coqualeetza. 


You will see by the enclosed letters the arrange= 
ment between Mr. Anfiled is working fine.

With reference to your letter of November 26, 
file 156/0/1, regarding dimensions of the dormitories 
of the Alert Bay Indian Residential School, I would ad- 
vise you that there are the same number of dormitories, 
namely four in number, on each side of the building. 


On the top floor on each side the approximate 
dimensions of the large dormitory is 60' x 32'6", and 
the overflow dormitory is approximately 27'6" x 34'6", 
On the floor immediately below this, there are two dorm- 
itories, one approximately 31' x 23'6", and one approx- 
imately 35'6" x 31'6", 


What is referred to in my letter is an additional 
dormitory is what I have called in this letter an overflow 
dormitory, but has not been used for dormitory purposes, but 
for the storing of clothes, and if the additional pupilage 
is recommended and granted, these overflow dormitories can 
be used for dormitories, thus easily increasing the area for 
the pupilage of the school toj the two hundred requisitioned 
for. This will make a total flumber of eight dormitories in all.

We are glad our many friends may know that thie year for the first 
time several of our senior children have undertaken active work for the 
Church by becoming Sunday School teachers. Over one hundred ten of our 
junior children attend the parish Sunday School in Alert Bay, and nine 
of our senior children, lary Martin, Agnes King, Violet Russ, Ellen 
Newman, Richard,Carpenter, Leonard Mercer, Danicl Hanuse, and Freduie 
Cook have offered themselves as teachers, in the work of teaching the 
young. Such a work is a very dreditable one, ana we would ask the 
prayers of all interested in our school that these young people may 
in their work find a real field of service and inspiration to bigger a 
and greater things when their time comes to leave the school, We reali 
that we must get the senior children actively interested in Church 
work whilst at school if they ere to aarry on when they g0 home to 
their villages. Hence you will realise the great importance that we 
place on such an enterprise.

Alfred of Alert Bay on maxing o very satisfactory pass. He wi 
taking High School work “ith us this fall. 


quite a number of children, mostly from Massett in the Queen 
Charlotte Islands stayed in school during the summer months of thes 
year, and ve are glacto say that they had a most pleasant time. The 
move to allow children to stay jin school during the vacation is maet— 
ing with a great deal of favour by our Indian people, as those who 
stayed in curing the holidays are without exception in better cond— 
ition when school opens than those who go out to the canneries, The 
youngsters who stayed in with us this year, had a wonderfully happy 
time and as a result of their regular meals ana plenty of sleep, that 
they were able to obtain at that time, are off to a flying start in 
the nev school year. If more of our Indian friends could see the 

value of leaving their children in school, say every other yer, there 
ig no doubt that the health standard as well as the moral and academic 
woulda be consicerably advanced. All too often, the two months holidey 
set them back in health to a considerable extent. 


We are ell nov looking forward with interest to keeping St. Michae 
ael Dav at the cand of this month. This day is to be a great one in 
ous echool year, os far as athletics are concerned, ena our children 
are now busy practising for tne races and other events of that day. 

We ‘ill give you a full report of the events or St. Michael's Day 
in our next novs letter. 


We would like all our Inaianpeople ana parents of our chilaren 
to make a real effort this year to write to their youngsters at least 
once a month, We encourage the children to rrite home regularly and 
provide them with paper, envelopes anc stamps. Yet we do have child- 
ren who do not hear from home once during the school year. Tnis tends 
to make them forget the ties of home, as well as making them consid- 
ably unhappy at times. Now as most of our Indian people can either 
write themselves, or can get someone to write for them, there is 
really no excuse why the children in school should not hear from 
home at least once every few weeks. We would suggest if stexps cannot 
te afforded, thet three or four families wight put their letters 
together anc dend them direct to bbe Principal, rho will se that the 
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chil@genr zet them and ansvcr the. too. 


@. also wish to tell you that this year, any “oney or parcels 
sent for the children rill be acknowledged direct from the office 

of the school vith a school receipt forn. We have founc in the past 
that some children do not »lvays acknorlledge gifts from home, and 

te kno how anxious p2rents must be if they send parcels or money 

to tiueir children and then hear no word as to their arrival. If 

you do not get 1 receipt frou the scnool inside of two weeks, please 
write and emquire further from the Principal. 


Such a lot of our ner children especially the younger ones, seem 
to have such bad teeth rhen they come to school, that when the dentist 
comes, all he can do is to pull a lot of them out. This is too bad, 
as mothers should try their best to tnke care of the first teeth, 
which are very important to the health of the children. Bad and cecay- 
ing teeth such as we find in so any s.ouths are responsible for a 
lot of the sickness among the younger chilcren. Will you not try t 
winter to take more care of the youngsters teeth. Teach them to cl 
then “ith a brush, or bettcr still clean them yourself, and then 
the brush in proper place. The large aviount of candy eaten by 
many Incinn ildren wakes it absolutely necessary that they 
their testh twice a day 7% least.

Dear Canon Gould:- 


"Some time ago Mr Anfield who holds the position of 
Acting Principal pf our Society's Indian Residential School at 
Alert Bay, requested the Commission to have his status changed 
to that of Principal. He was {nformed at that time of the ruling 
of the Society that Princhpalships were given to men in full 
Orders only, and after they had been in charge of a school for 
some years. He was also informed that appointments to Principal- 
ships were subject to the approval of the Indian Department, who, 
if they approved the same, would. have the appointment confirmed 
by an Order-in-Council. 


rrerrrreeer een Mr Anfield has been in charge of the 
Alert Bay School since January Ist. 1927, and in view of the 
satisfactory services he has rendered, coupled with the fact that the 
Rector of Alert Bay is able to discharge the duties of Chaplain to 
the school, the Commission agreed, at a meeting held on the 8th 
inst. to ask the Executive Committee M.SeC.C. to recommend to the 
Indian Department that his status be changed from "Acting principal" 
to that of "Principal! 


In taking this action the Commission did not desire tt 
to be understood that they favoured a change in the existing policy 
and regulation which requires Principals to be men in full Orders. 
It is their opinion that the situation at Alert Bay is exceptional + 
(1) because of the close location of the Rector of the local parish 
to the school, and the happy relationship which exists between the 
school and the parish, and (2) because the Acting-Principal, although 
a Layman, has rendered such faithful and efficient services for nearly 
six years. They feel, therefore, that Mr Anfield is entitled 
to the encouragement and recognition which the change im status would 
afford, and they trust that their recommendation may be accepted by 
the Executive Committee and also by the Indian Department.

VISIT OF HIS HONOUR, 
& LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 


& 


to 
Alert Bay, B.C. 
October 17th - 20th, 1931. 


Alert Bay was honoured when, on the afternoon of Saturday 
October 17th, H.M.C.S. "SKEENA" carrying His Honour, the Lieutenant 
Governor of British Columbia and suite arrived in the harbor for a 
four days visit to this historic settlement. Accompanying His 
Honour were Major H. Se Humphreys, A.D.C., and Mr. A. M. D. Fairbairn, 
Private Secretary. 


As soon as the anchor of Canada's own warship dropped into 
the placid waters of the Bay, the Provincial Police boat bearing an 
official welcome party moved alongside and were received by 
Commander Brodeur of the "Skeena" and the Governor's Secretary, who 
escorted the party below where they were introduced to His Honour. 
Arrangements for the four day visit were rapidly consummated, and 
that evening His Honour came ashore and was entertained at the home 
of Mr. W. M. Halliday, Indian Agent, where 4 representative gathering 
of citizens spent a pleasant evening. 


The "Skeena" was thrown open for public inspection on 
Sunday and a large number of residents boarded the splendid vessel 
on a tour of inspection. 


At 2:30 P.M. Sunday the Lieutenant Governor and party came 
ashore and were met by the Principal of the Indian Residential School, 
Mr. Indian Agent Halliday, and Rev. C. Ke Ke Prosser, the Chaplain of 
the school. Arriving at the school, His Honour planted a tree in 
commemoration of this, his first visit to Alert Bay, and then the 
party proceeded into the large and spacious auditorium where the 
entire student body and staff, numbering over 225, rose to greet him. 
A short programme was carried out, the children taking part in the 
singing of "0 Canada" and the National Anthem. In a few well-chosen 
words, His Honour gave & message to the children of the school, and 
informed them that we was giving for annual competition a medal to 
be presented to the pupil earning the highest marks in the Provincial 
Government Entrance examinations. A picturesque touch was added to 
the ceremony when two of the younger children carried forward a 
flag-draped table which was presented to His Hogour as 4 mark of 
esteem and as a souvenir of this, his first visit to an Indian 
Residential School. The gift proved to be a beautifully inlaid chess 
table in five native woods, the entire work having been done by two 
of the boy pupils of the school in the manual training section. 


Following the brief ceremony in the auditorium, the 
official party inspected the entire school and were then entertained 
by the Principal and staff at a delightfully informal tea, following 
which His Honour proceeded back to the "Skeena". 
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That evening a community service was held in the Anglican 
G..ureh at which the Rector, Rev. C. Ke Ke Prosser and the United 
Church minister, Rev. We R- Ashford, officiated. His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor and A. De C. attended this service, during 
which Mr. Ashford gave an inspiring address on the need of broader 
views and firmer faith if the destiny of Canada was to be fulfilled 
and this country become the home of a Christian race. 


Nearly four hundred children from the settlement of Alert 
Bay were, through the courtesy of Commander Brodeur enabled to pay 
a visit of inspection to the "Skeena” on Monday afternoon, when the 
launches of Mr. W. M. Halliday, Indian Agent, and Mr. Harry Douglas, 
Fishery Inspector, were placed at the disposal of the youngsters to 
take them out to the warship anchored in the Baye The children were 
thrilled at the sights unfolded before their eyes, 48 the large 
majority of them had never at any time seen 4 vessel comparable in 
any way to the "Skeena". From the deepest depths to the highest 
pridge they ran, in spite of rain and the slippery decks, and though 
the adults may have "inspected" the ship on Sunday, it is a truism 
indeed that the children "searched" it very thoroughly on Monday. 
They kept the sailors busy with weird and wonderful questions, none 
of which however seemed to A@ack for an answer of some kind or other. 
The thanks of the residents of Alert Bay are certainly due to 
Commander Brodeur, his staff and crew for their extreme courtesy in 
making such a visit possible. 


The playground of St. Michael's Residential School was the 
scene of a stern combat when football teams representing the "Skeena" 
and the School met at 3:15 PeM. on this day in a very exciting matche 
Honors went to the School, to the tune of 6:0 but the disadvantages 
of poor ground and a gravelly pitch made things very aifficult for 
the sailors. whe game was refereed by Constable F. Putland, bet we 
are glad to say that his official services were not at any time in 
demand.

Dear Mr, Newnham:- 


After considerable thought we have to ask you to 
place the question of vacation for the pupils of this school be- 
fore your Department for their consideration and advice. 


We have to apply for a vacation period for this 
year of two months, same to start on June 15 approximately end- 
ing August 15 approximately. This period will be for the main 
body of the school. There is a group, however of local boys 
with perhaps a few girls, regarding whom special consideration 
is asked. As you are aware, fishing opens in the Nimpkish River 
on May lst and we have among our senior pupils a number of boys 
who belong to the Nimpkish tribe who have been asked to take 
positions in boats working in the river this year. Parents have 
applied to us for permission for them to leave school at the 
start of the fishing season and we have informed them that we 
cannot concur in any such request as it would mean the disorgan- 
ization of most of our senior classes of the school. We have 
however promised to recommend to the Department that this special 
group be allowed to take their vacation as from June lst for a 
period of two months on a grant earning basis. If for any reason 
it was felt necessary or advisable to extend this period, it 
would be understood that the school would draw no grants for the 
additional period of leave granted. The problem this year appears 
to be largely an economic one, and the only hope of many of these 
youngsters earning any money this year would seem to be by their 
taking these positions not later than June lst. In their case we 
would request that you recommend to the Department to allow their 
vacation to start from this date. 


Enclosed please find copies of correspondence 
between the School and Inspector of Schools G.H. Barry of your 
Department. Our entire High School Entrance cless writing exam- 
inations this year is composed of boys of an age permitting them 
to work and earn funds for the maintenance of their people during 
the coming winter and to assist in the necessary expenses of cloth 
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é; ing @ha transportation to and from school. This correspondence 


8 ks for itself and we would request that you consider it 
wih a view to giving your concurrence to the suggestion out- 
lined by the Inspector. This would permit all pupils of the 
school to get away on their vacation on the date recommended 
for the closing of school for the two summer months. 


We would be grateful if you would ask the Department 
to give us their views regarding which children are to be allowed 
home and which retained in school, and further as to the possibil- 
ity of the Department making any grant towards transportation for 
pupils proceeding home on vacation. It will, as in former years, 
be necessary to send escorts with the children proceeding home, 
and we would ask that you recommend an amount of $72.00 to cover 
expenses in this connection. 


We would also appreciate a ruling from the Department 
as to whether or not children whose courses are completed and who 
are being graduated from school this year may expect the Department 
to pay their fare home.

It might be well to accept the

should be promoted. 


In preparing the June and September quarter returns; 
care should be taken to show the exact date on which each pupil 
leaves for holidays and the date of their return.

I understand that in 
past years there has been some possibility of making an app- 
roximate estimate of this, but this year it is unsafe to do 
anything of the kind. 


However the special arrangements that Mr. 
School Inspector Barry proposes to make if carried out, would 
render the whole question less complex.

Dear Sirt- 


We would much appreciate your views as to whether 
or not we are justified in holding our pupils for Entrance exams 
until the end of June, when by so doing they will forfeit their 
chances of getting a job at fishing this summer. As perhaps you 
know, fishing starts early in June this year, and in the Nimpkish 
before then. There are signs of considerable curtailment as re- 
gards the number of boats, and already the parents are writing 
to their children informing them that they have positions for 
them provided that they are there to take the boats over on the 
first day of fishing. We have six boys in the Entrance class, 
five of whom are from the Skeena Agency and already have jobs 
booked for this summer on the one condition that they are available 
by June 16th to take them on. The other boy is a local and has an 
offer of a place in a drag seine over at the river if he can be 
there by the lst of June. He is Daniel Hanuse, with a widowed 
mother. We have two Grade 1X pupils Jack Hanuse and Agnes King. 
The former was sick all last summer and has not earned anything 
to help his mother and a large family for two years. Again, there 
is the question, are we justified in holding him to write Grade 1X 
Government exams and thereby depriving him of his chance to earn 
enough to make it possible for him to come back to schoo} next 
year and continue his course. 


The problem seems to be an ¢conomic one entirely; 
the parents are glad and in most cases anxious for their boys to 
go on and complete their courses provided that they themselves 
can earn sufficient to make expenses of fares and clothing needed, 
and where possible contribute something to the support of the 
family. Otherwise the parents say that if the children are not 
given an opportunity of earning, then they cannot return them to 
school. We are quite satisfied that competition is keen enough 
this year to deprive late arrivals of any opportunity of getting 
boats or gear. 


Your remarks will be awaited with interest.

Dear Sirs- 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 8t! instant in 
which you refer to the question of justification in holding some 
of your Grade 8 and Grade 9 pupils in school long enough for them 
to take the examinations set by the Provincial Department of Educ- 
ation at the end of next June. 


In your letter you mention that Agnes King is one of your 
two Grade 9 pupils. In the list you gave me during my last inspec- 
tion of the school your Grade 9 girl is named Ellen Newman. Are 
these just two names for the same girl? It was Ellen Newman who 
was examined by me, and who made a score of 95 in the B.C. Achieve- 
ment Test on October 17, 1932. Perhaps you would be good enough 
to clear up this matter in your next letter. 


I have given some considerable thought to the questions 
raised in your letter, and have come to the following opinion. 


The parents of the children concerned should be communic- 
ated with, if this has not been done, and it should be pointed out 
that for the children to miss taking their B.C, Departmental examin- 
ations is a grave matter, and may have a very unfortunate result on 
their future educational progress. I wish to make it very clear 
that those children who fail to obtain Entrance Certificates will 
be unable to take advantage of High School instruction under the 
B.C. Department of Education, either in the way of a Correspondence 
Course or by instruction at a Technical High School. The substance 
of this paragraph should be communicated to the boys themselves, and 
their wishes taken into consiceration. 


Owing to the peculiar economic conditions of the present 
time, and to the fact that you certify that the six boys of your 
Grade 8 class will be actually employed during the period for 
which they are given leave of absence, I consider that it would 
be unfair to keep them in school till the end of June. To thus 
force the boys to remain till after the conclusion of the Entrance 
examination would probably cause strained feeling between the boys, 
their parents and the school authorities. This would be particularly 
unfortunate in the case of the boys from the North. 


Should you so desire, I am prepared to visit your school 
during the early part of next May, to carry out a testing programme 
with the Senior grades, particularly with the Entrance candidates. 
If I do this, the decision as to the promotion of these children to 
a Grade 9 class in September must be left in my hands. Those whom 
I do not consider fit then for High School must, if they return to 
school, repaeat Grade 8 next year. 
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& Your wholehearted agreement in this is necessary if I 
am fe devote several days during a particularly busy period of the 
year, to the carrying out of this special work for your Indian 
children. The matter contained in this letter is to be taken as 
a professional opinion, and in no sense an authority for the giving 
of this special leave of absence to some of the boys of your school. 
The Indian Agent will no doubt have to be consulted, and the matter 
taken up in the ordinary manner. 


Your Senior Teacher should have the Grade 7, Grade & 
and Grade 9 children write examinations in all the subjects of 
their courses. These examinations might well be taken just before 
Easter. The marks out of 100 in each subject ought to be tabulated 
against the name of the candidate, so that I can see at a glance 
the Name of the child, Standing in Class, Age, Mark in each subject, 
Total percentage obtained, and teacher's estimate of attitude to 
work and suitability for prométion, 


My own work in the classroom will be supplementary to 
this and will take the form of Standard Tests in certain of the 
subjects, and an Intelligence Test. 


Please consult your Senior Teacher with regard to the 
above, and let me have a reply when the matter is finally approved 
through the Indian Agent, so that I may plan my future itineraries 
to suit. I should have to visit you on my way to other schools on 
the coast and in the North, and a number of arrangements have to be 
made well ahead.

In connection with your letter dated June,I0th, 
re the above,I have to state that when the matter referred 
to therein,was first brought to me,it had reached a stage 
where it was obviously impossible for the Principal to 
edjust it,he being one of the parties against whom the 
complaining teacher had a grievance and I succeéé@ed in 
inducing the Lady to consent to having it brought to the 
notice of Dr,Westgate of the Anglican Indian Residential 
School Commission,in preference to her having her case put 
into the hands of a lawyer. 


At no time did it reach a stace where it was 
necessary for the Department of Indian Affairs to enter, 
althouch it was undoubtedly in my capacity as acting Indian 
Agent that Dr,Westgate requested me to act in company with 
Rev,C,X,K,Prosser and Mr,F,E,Anfield in investigating the 
matter, The result of this investigation has been reported 
to Dr,Westgate and certain staff re-adjustments are being 
made at the Residential School. I have now withdrawn from 
the ease entirely. 


Apart from the combination of unfortunate circum- 
stances which led to the trouble,I would point out that 
amongst the white community of Alert Bay-not a large one- 
there are certain people who are always ready to eriticize, 
condemn and also obstruct the different phases of work 
involved in taking care of the Indians and just now,keen 
resentment is being expressed by this particular faction of 
the white community,ct the public expense entailed in the 
maintenancé of the Indian Residential School at Alert Bay 
with the result that the slightest opportunity of attaching 
the slightest breath of scandal to the institution is made 
the most of. 


Th this case,it is believed that the loyalty and the 
proper conduct of the staff as a body,in the contacts with 


outside members of the comnunity,have obviated the possibility 
of any reflection being cast upon the honour of the School.

Pursuant to my letter dated June,3rd,I have to report 
( that in compliance with a request from Dr, Westgate ,head of 

the Anglican Indian Residential School Commission telegraphed 
from Winnipeg,a committee was formed consisting of the Rev, 
C,K,K,Prosser,Anelican Rector at Alert Bay, YE, Anfield Esa, 
Principal,St Michael's Indian Residential School and myself 
as acting Indian Agent,for the purpose of determining whether 
the complaints of Miss Annie Ripley,a teacher of the Resident- 
jal School warranted an investigation by the Commission, 


I declined to make any comment or take part in any 
discussion relating to the lady's teaching abilities,statine 
that this was within the purview of Capt ,¢,H,Barry District 
Inspector of Indian Schools for B,C,who was due to arrive at 
Alert Bay on June,7th,in connection with other business, 


On June,5th,the committee dealt with the matter,a 
series of discussions taking place,first between Rev c,X,X, 
Prosser and Mr Anfield,then between Ir Prosser, Mr Anfierd 
and myself followed by one between Mr Prosser and myself. 


On Miss Ripley being called,Mr Anfield requested to 
be allowed to withdraw but was subsequently recalled on my 
support of Miss Ripley's contention that he should be present 
during the whole of the proceedings. The final discussion was 
by all three members of the committee with Miss Ripley present, 
submitting her evidence both docuhentary and oral,which was 
dealt with and the following decisions were reached, 


(I)So far as the Commission were concerned,the allegat- 
ions of unprofessional conduct made by Miss Ripley against the 
head matron-lliss LeonardA¢nad been disposed of,as ‘iss Leonard 
was Leaving the institution on June,30th,nemt,whether by 
resignation or dismissal was not disclosed,but apparently she 
was content to leave without making any defence to the charges 
against her. Miss Ripley was not desirous of taking her case 
to a lawyer and stated that as Dr Westgate was now evidently 
giving it further consideration,she was prepared to abide by 
his decision, This phase of the matter was therefore not 
pursued, 


(2).The Principal-Mr Anfield-admitted that he had not 
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he nad not 


ro aware of all the facts and agreed that a “terrible mistake" 
had been made which had caused Miss Ripley considerable physical 
hardship and mental worry during the past six months.He therefore 
approved of Miss Ripley writing a report to the Commission statifi 
her case in full,which would be accompanied by a covering letter 
from himself in which he would seek to nullify the effects of an 
adverse report whifh he had previously submitted on Miss Ripley 
and which no doubt had led to her being officially notified that 
her teaching contract which automatically terminated on June, 30th 
next,could not be renewed. Miss Ripley stated that she would like 
to remain on the Residential School staff if possible,but if not 
she had no desire to leave"under a cloud", This was her chief 
concern and had led to her bringing her case to me,she and the 
Principal apparently being at cross purposes. She implied that 
her father would go to any expense to see that she was justly 
dealt with. However she was satisfied with this decision and 
again agreed to abide by Dr,Westgate's decision. 


Last December,whilst playing basket-baal at the school 
with pupils and other staff members, fiss Ripley was accidentally 
hurt. She suffered great pain but continued with the game end in 
the course of a few days was admitted to hospital where she was 
treated for pleurisy being subsequently diacnosed as tubereular 
by the Local doctor,she was not"X-rayed"at that time,but it Later 
transpired that she had actually sustained fractures of a number 
of ribs, Suffering great pain but being unaware of the nature of 
her injury she had carried on teaching after discharge from 
hospital,under most difficult conditions which had made her irri- 
table and drew some censure from the Principal, She then_obtained 
Leave to go to Vancouver,where she was examined by Dr,G, Barker 
a specialist,who furnished her with a certificate stating that 
she was not tubercular and which in fact was a “clean bill of 
health". 


Whilst in hospital,she came under the care of Miss 
Leonard,at that time on the hospital staff and who a short time 
Later was appointed Head Matron at the Residential School where 
evidently the bad feeling which existed between her and Miss 
Ripley was renewed,Miss Ripley being subjected to further mental 
stress by Miss Leonard's allegedly open statements to the effect 
that shel(iss Ripley) was "tubercular""a mental case"and other 
remarks as to her physical condition,which lead to her being 
practically ostracized by other members of the staff. This had 
it's effect on her teaching and resulted in Mr Anfield rendering 
an adverse report to the Commission,also in her class not making 
a food showing during a recent inspection by the Inspector of 
Indian Sehools for B,C, 


Before referring the case to Dr,Westgate,I took an 
affidavit from “Miss Carrol,another member of the staff,who swore 
to having a u ak } . 

ving heard Miss Leonard make the statements complained ot 
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Miss Ripley is © lady of mature age,and apart from 
officdal duties,courtesy demanded that I give her complaints some 
attention and I do not regret bringing them to the attention of 
Dr Westgate,in whose hands they now rest. As an official of the 
Department of Indian Affairs,I feel compelled to make the follow- 
ing comment. 


iy ,T,E,Anfield,is undoubtedly a very capable school 
principal,but according to statements made durine this recent 
inquiry,which he himself admitted,he evidently has difficulty at 
times-probably due to him being a young man and a bachelor-in 
maintaining proper discipline in regard to some members of the 
staff. 


Heated controversies in his office,which can possibly be 
overheard by pupils-Indian children-regardless of whether the 
door is closed or shut,and remarks addressed to him by a member 
of the staff,such as"If you think so much of Miss Leonard,why 
don't you marry her and take her off to your owm residence?" 
would appear to savour somewhat of insubordination and not 
conducive to the proper upbringing of Indian children.

On June,Ist,Miss Annie Ripley,a teacher on the staff 
of St Mifhael's Indian Residential School called on me and 
made certein complaints against the present matron of the 
school anc\to a lesser degree against the principal. 


The lady was distressed and somewhat overwrought and 
undoubtedly indulged in personalities which I persusded her 
to eliminate. She sought my advice in my capacity as Justice 
of the Peace. After hearing her story I decided that if the 
matron's conduct had been as Miss Ripley stated and which was 
corroberated by the affidavit of another member of the school 
staff,that the matter could not te dismissed as trivial,part- 
jevlarly as,apparently throuch no fault of her own, circumstanc® 
had arisen which would in a most unfair way, jeopardise Miss 
Ripley's future career. 


The most serious of Miss Ripley's allegations are in 
regard to the fact that after being examined by the local 
doctor,she received an adverse report 8 to her physical 
condition which was publicly discussed by the matwon of the 
school,who is a qualified nurse and who before assuming her 
present duties was engaged at the Alert Bay Hospital .Being 
considerably distressed and subjected to unnecessary annoyance 
she was subsequently examined by a specialist in Vancouver ,who 
furnéshed her with an absolutely cleen"bill of health"and whose 
report she showed to me. 


Miss Ripley further informed me that on lodging a 
complaint with the principal-Mr,F,E,Anfield-he hed dismissed it 
with a remark to the effect that"the Commission at Winnipeg, 
were always receiving complaints and took no notice of them", 

I then decided to accede to her request and wire to Dr,Westgate 
head of the Indian Residential School Commission and I have 
to-day received a telegraphic reply that the Commission is 
taking the necessary steps immediately to inquire into condit- 
ions at St Michael's. 


In it's present stage the matter does not appear to 
\ come within the purview of the Department of Indian Affairs. 
I was appealed to judicially and feek that in bringing it to 
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the notice of the Indien Residential School Commission,I have 
Gone all that it is necessary for me to do,unless the 
~epartment gives me other instructions, and therefore refrain 
from all comment, 


It is perhaps unnecessary to state that under normal 
circums anees,I do not interfere with the management of the

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Friends; - 


A long time has passed since last we sent out a news 
er to you all, but it has not been on account either of lack 
off/news or of interest, but due to a combination of work and fin- 
ancial stress. We feel the need of contact between the school 
and our friends is however so important, that whatever expense 
is required will somehow or other be forthcoming, so here we go 
for Number One news letter for this term. 


School re-opened with a capacity attendance towards ° 
the end of the month of August. The children who did not go 
home had a wonderful time at our school camp, and they are cer- 
tainly among the healthiest of our children today.. It is hoped 
that the camp will continue each year and that more of our In- 
dian people will see the wisdom of leaving their children in 
charge of the school each summer, especially in these times 
when money for fares is so difficult to obtain. 


We are sorry for our Indian people in the far north 
who this year faced one of the worst fishing years in the his- 
tory of the Ccast, but-it is a fine thing to know that so many 
of them worked hard to be able to send their children back to 
school. What a big step forward it would be if more of our 
people could see the wisdom of leaving younger children at home. 
in the villages with the older people and those without wrk, 
inetead of all going off to the Cannaries .where living is so 
much more expensive and where so many often have to live on the 
small earnings of the.few.: If more people stayed in the vil- 
lages, more gardens could be planted with potatoes, fruit and 
vegetables and there would be a lot less distress and poverty 
during the winter months. It is hardly worth while to plant a 
garden in the spring and then go and leave it for three or four 
months, where as if more people spent their summer monthe at 
home, they. themselves would be healthier and the gardens would 
have good care and would produce much more food for you, It is 
quite certain that the young children would be better at home 
than around canneries where machinery within and wharves without 
are ever present dangers to the youngsters. It is hoped that 
our Indian young people will try and see the wisdom of this sug- 
gestion and then sell the idea to the older folks. 


The bad summer and fishing season had its effect on 
the health of the chSldren who wenv out from school for vacation, 
as most of them returned underweight and became easy victims of 
the flu which visited us just after school opened. At the time 
of writing, however, the goneral health of tha student body is 
very good and the children are practically all gaining in weight 
and look well. They are certainly a lively crowd this year and 
keep us all on the jump. 
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.All the classrooms are busy and the children working - 

with keenness ‘and energy. We have the biggest High School class 

in the history of the school and it is our hope that as the 
years go by, the standard will get steadily higher and the gen- 
eral grade age of the children improve. It must be the effort 
of us all to build up the mental equipment of all. our Indian 
young people, not just a few here and there, and here is where 
the villages must. help more and more, .We.are all facing diffic- 
ult times and it-is hard to see just what the future holds. I 
am quite certain, however, that the future holds more for the 
boy or girl.with an education than for those without, and it is 
the duty of every Indian mother and father to see that their 
children have as good,or better chance than. they had. themselves, 
because the need of men and women trained to think things out 

in bad times is greater than in good times when life moves along 
easily and we do not have to worry from whence is coming our 
next meal, Your greatest duty is to see that your children get 
to the day school when they are young. See that they attend 
regularly and back up the teacher and missionary in what they 
are trying to do. The biggest difficulty we have to face in 

the Residential School is the lack of day school education in 
the children that come to us. We have to spend money. on pri- 
mary education you should have given to your children in their 
own villages. This money could well be spent on more technical 
work for the older children, but, until our. Indian people real- 
ly . get in and use the day schools provided for the young child- 
ren, they are holding back the work of these larger schools and 
it is their own children that suffer as a result. When a girl 
or boy comes to us at eleven or twelve years of age, unable even 
to get into grade one, you can hardly expect us to be able to 
do as much for him or her as for a child who has been going 
regularly to the day school and goes right into grade three or 
four when admitted here. This is one of the biggest reasons 
for keeping childrer. at home during the summer. It would mean 
that the day schoo]. could be started in September instead of 
November. Do you know that as I write this letter, there are 
day achools not yet started because children are still out with 
their parents fishing. This is not right and the day will come 
when the parents will be bitterly sorry for it, because their 
children will blame them for not giving them a chance to equip 
themselves with education for the battle of life. ’ 


Now a word or two for those girls and boys who gradu- 
ated this past term. Do not think, will you, that your educa~ 
tion is completed because you have ceased to be a pupil of St. 
Michael's ? You have only changed your school, from Alert Bay 
to your village. Whether you have gone up a grade or down de- 
pends pretty largely upon yourself, doesn't it ? Your teachers 
have changed too, from those here to your parents, the mission- 
ary and your friends. I do hope you will all give them the 
same attention and respect as you gave to us here at school. 
You enjoyed learning here or you should have - I hope you will 
enjoy learning in your school, that of home and village life. 
Be careful that you choose only the best teachers. In school 
you learned that everything depends on our Christianity or lack 
of it, and really, it is just the same at home. Be as faithful 
there as you were here. 
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4 regular in your attendance at the services of your Church, 
take a real and active part in Church life. Make a real friend 
of your missionary. I know most of them and you will find them 
fine fellows and anxious to be your friends. They are hoping 
great things of you; so are we; and of course God is too. Don't 
disappojnt anyone, will you. It.is not always going to be easy, 
sometimes it is going to be as tough as possible. You are going 
to miss School I know.. I did myself when I left school many 
years ago, and so can: know ‘how yb Willfeel Siem . But I have 
found one friend all through life. I met Him first in school 
where I went when I was only five. So will you, Jems Christ, 
the same today, yesterday and forever. In Alert Bay, at St. 
Michael's, in your home; in your parents, in your missionary, 
your Church and games and work; and oh I hope in your heart. 
He will help you make friends, good ones, who will stay with 
you when the storms.come and that is when you need a friend, 
don't you ?. By the way, we would like ever so mich for all 
girls and boys to write sometimes to the old school, your home 
for many years. Tell us how you get along, your joys and tri- 
umphs, yes and your defeats. We have them too and may be able 
to help you somtimes. 


Do you know that 1934 is our Godiden Jubilee i937? 
Fifty years ago the old school started and since then 450 boys 
and 200 girls have teen through the school. We must try and 
plan a great re-union of ex-pupils next spring. What do you 
think about the month of February for a big re-union at 8t. 
Michael's? How many will come? Bring your basketball and foot- 
ball teams, and we could have a wonderful ten days of re-union 
and fellowship together. 


Our montly challenge shield system is working again 
this year and on the girls' side, Lydia Brown's team, the 
Crescents won the Shield for September and October. On the 
boys side, Madrick Nelson's team won in September and Roger 
Mercer's team in October. 


It is nice to hear that Dave Bernard of Rivers Inlet, 
an ex-pupil of the school and a returned soldier,is a regular 
one en employee of the Dominion Government Hatchery at 
the Inlet. 


Twenty pupils are taking music this year, thanks to 
Mrs. Kenmuir, who gives her services so wonderfully in this way. 
As the course is free, we choose a few pupils from each village, 
thus trying to spread musical education over as large an area 
as possible. ’ 


The children hawe been greatly interested in the cam- 
paign for the Restoration Fund and have subscribed this year 
the sum of $ 85.00 to this great cause. 

Our Harvest Festival this year was held on Sunday, 


October 15th and as a result of a special appeal, the collections 
totalled 210.00.

Our first word to you all must be one of very sin- 
the New Year now opened 
lay this year be to one and all the hope anc answer 
bur deepest thought and prayer; may it be a period of mak- 
ing good the failures and disappointments of last year; and may 
the blessing of the good God and Father of all be upon you. 


With these letters going out to the parents, you 
will find the half year reports of your children. Will you 
study them carefully and write to the youngsters about the, 
as it is a great help if they feel and know that you are deeply 
interested in their progress and welfare. As we look over the 
reports, we are impressed with the splendid health of the child- 
ren. In spite of a short attack of colds, which was more or 
less goneral on the coast, our youngsters were never in better 
health than they are now and everyone who visits the school 
remarks on how wonderfully healthy and well they all look. With 
a family as large as ours, it may be expected that some sick- 
ness will prevail, but we are glad to tell you that throughout 
the Christmas festival, not one child was in our infirmary ana 
only one little boy in the hospital. 


You will of course want to know about the Christmas, 
won't you? We certainly had a very wonderful time, made the 
happier, I know by our children's efforts to make others happy 
as well as themselves. The great festival started with a page- 
ant of the Nativity, shown in our Church, when the children 
were able to see the glorious story of the Incarnation acted 
before their own eyes. I believe there is room for great devel- 
opment of the dramatic form of teaching for our Indian children 
and we would be glad to offer our experience to any villages 
interested. We are giving careful thought at this time to stag- 
ing on Good Friday the story of the Passion of Our Lord, using 
the entire staff and student body as the actors in the story. 

But we must get back to our Christmas activities, mustn't we? 
The joyful day dawned fine and early, almost too early, end dcwn 
into the school, beautifully decorated for the holiday, surged 
our huge family of over two hundred. Santa Claus had visited 
the dormitories during the night and so breakfast was chiefly 
an occasion for exchanging cards and greetings; following which, 
all prepared to offer their welcome to Him who at the first 
glad Christmas gave Himself to mankind for evermore, and Who, 
+n very truth, came once again to earth to greet us and be 
greeted, as together we knelt in Communion with Him. It seemed 
no time till noon had come and all sat down to parteke of the 
good things provided for the Christmas dinner. During the after- 
noon many group leaders were busy preparing for the great school 
service and Christmas tree. Once more, as in previcu3 years, 
the entire student tody was divided into groups, representing 
the eight large tribes enrolled in the school, and our Hall was 
a glorious sight. At one end was the altar, the gift of the 
taff to the School, with its riddells and beautiful hangings. 
In the centre of the Hall a huge Christmas tree, blazing with 
lights and banked with gifts for the children. 


y 
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All around the walls were the wigwams, teepees, community houses 
and camp fires of the various tribes, the members of which were 
all dressed in costumes of the olden days. One does not des- 
cribe these things well, one just remembers them; and as the 
organ pealed out the opening notes of "O Come, all ye faithful", 
a great silence replaced the whispered excitement of the child- 
ren; and ore silently thanked God for the privilege of being 
used in the work of showing Christ to these, His Indian child- 
ren. It was a real Indian service, all in Indian dress, many 
painted and be-feathered; here and there gorgeous dancing blan- 
kets and grim masks - some stood, others knelt and yet others 
sat on the blankets strewn upon the floor; but all worshipped 
Him, the Lord of Light and Peace, Jesus Immanuel. Once more 
the children were given the opportunity of giving what they 
could for the needs of children less fortunate than themselves, 
and it was possible to send away next day a worthwhile gift to 
one of the poorest parishes in Vancouver. Our worship over, 
our gifts presented, the children prepared to receive their own 
and soon to the tinkling of bells, the old yet ever young Santa 
arrived and in short order our Christmas gift tree was stripped 
and the children playing with their presents. And so to bed. 


During the week that followed, high festival was 
held, group after group met for parties, culminating in a Xmas 
pantomime, staged and acted by the staff and entitled "Robinson 
Crusce end Mr. Friday". We certainly did not realise until 
we saw them in this play, what talents had been hidden by our 
staff. This pantomime was presented twice; on the first night 
for the school and the second, it was given as a token of good~ 
will from the School to the whole community, and in all some 
seven hundred adults and children were enabled to enjoy a good 
laugh and a pleasant two hours of entertainment. All too soon 
the week passed by and we met at the close of the old year to 
thank the great Giver of All for blessings received; to ask 
His forgiveness for opportunities wasted; and as the New Year 
dawned; that His blessing may remain with us. 


Such was Christmas, and it was a good time too; 
it gave us a chance to get close to the great love of God to 
jon! and its joys; its divine spirit; and its great urge to 
#ive will stand us in good stead in the days that lie before us. 


We have been thinking seriously for some time ahout 
Starting a school band, we can get a good instructor locally; 
but the great dra k is the enormous cost of instruments, and 
we were woacering if some of our Indian friends in the villages 
of our Ccast woud no 
and there X kn h 
mueio for their ok en, and we have a 
Oi Nearly twenty who make woncerful oregrece 
we catinot do much without the inat 
in each of our villages there must be unysei 
you think of this aiid Lock around and if you have : 
ments you care to donate, we will be glad to pay the ¢ 
on them. We would even be glad to accept them on loan 
take every care of them, should it not be pugsible to donate 
them outright.

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® Much thought is being given to the question of our 
anniversary this year, and we are inclined to think that a 
celebration might be arranged to take place here at the school 
around May 24th, as this would seem to be a time when most of 
our villages could send teams for a week's games and festivities 
Nothing definite has been settled, but enquiries are being made 
and we hope in our next letter to be able to tell you something 
fairly definite. 


Now a few words for our graduates and ex-pupils. 
Much thought is being given to your needs these days, Ways and 
means are being sought to help you use the teaching, training 
and experience of school days, but I wonder often if we all real- 
ly do enough ourselves. In every village of our Coast are groups 
of young men and women who passed through this school. If they 
were united in aim and effort to make their village the best 
there is, what a power they would be. We cannot do very much 
alone, we may say! Well, what about joining together in a group 
and, having definite aims and objects see what can be done. 
I am certain your missionaries will stand behind such an ex- 
pupil's association. Will you not give thought to forming 4 
"St, Michael's Club" in every village - ask your Missionary to 
become one of its officers, say the Chaplain. If any group will 
meet and form such a Club, and will write to me, I will send up 
a suggested outline of rules and possible forms of service that 
might be undertaken. There will have to be officers; there 
must be regular meetings and the Clubs must set a definite plan 
of how they will help forward the work and life of the village. 
What a help to some of our hard worked Missionaries it would be 
if a Club of say twenty or thirty young people would say to him 
and mean it - “Here we are, what can we do to help your work - 
we will stand with you and back you up in anything and every- 
thing that will extend the Kingdom of God in our village. Some 
Missionaries I know would at once think Heaven had come on earth. 
You would need a watchword. How about "All for Jesus" and I 
say this because there is always the danger in ubs of having 
a motto that works out like this "All for us" - which is the 
caune of helf the trouble in the world today. Above all, Clubs 
of this kind would mean such a lot to the graduates when they 
first reach home; something to carry on with from school days 
and something to join school life with the new life of a young 
man or woman at home. 


May we in closing this letter thank one and all 
who in ways known and unknown, helped to make Christmas the hap- 
py time it was for our children, and may I add a personal word 
of thanks for the scores of cards and gifts sent me from friends 
up and down the coast and across Canada, and very especially 
the ex-pupiis who wrote to me at the plessed time of Christmas. 
Ap 1] ed. at my piled up desk on Christmas Day, my heart was 
very Iv fer you all, and it shall ever be my prayer that I 
may be founo more worthy to carry on this great work for you 
and yours.

Dear Sirt- 

Considerable thought has been given to the 
possibility of St. Michael's celebrating 1934 as an anniversary 
year, and I would like to lay the following general outline of 
a scheme before the Commission, for their consideration and 
further advice. It is proposed:- 


(1) That the School celebrate its fiftieth anniversary 
during the week May 20th to 26th. 


(2) That the affair have as definite objects for all 
participants (a) a revived spiritual emphasis (b) the arousing 
of a definite “education” consciousness (c) a more real sense 
of fellowship among the different villages of the coast (d) the 
friendly revalry of competition in an organized sports meet. 


(3) Every village having graduate or ex-pupils will be 
invited to send a delegation, to comprise where possible a com- 
petitive unit for purposes of sports. 


(4) The following groups may be reasonably expected to 
appear as delegations: Naas River, (all villages) 12 participants 
Bella Bella, 18 to 20 participants - Klemtu, 6 participants - 
Bella Coola, 6 participants. 


(5) These groups are the only ones around whom any ex- 
pense may be involved and it is now suggested that the school will 
take no responsibility whatever for cost of travel to or from 
Alert Bay, but that between the dates suggested, viz; May 20-26th 
the school will board any active participants from villages north 
of the Queen Charlotte Straits; to wit, all villages named in 
para. 4. 

(6) That permission be granted the school to apply to 
the Department of Militia and Defence for the loan of tents and 
other essential equipment. 
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(7) From the local agency it may be fully expected that 
paficipating groups will appear as follows:- Alert Bay, 18; 
Kingcome Inlet, 18; Village Island, 12; Cape Mudge 12; but as 
stated in para 5 these people will find habitation locally 
among friends. 


(8) From available data it would appear that a special 
grant of $300.00 will be required made up as follows: - 

For board and all expense in connection with food $225.00 

For freight and other charges 26.00 

For prizes and incidental expenses 50.00 


(9) As the provision of this grant is essential, it 
will be as well to hold up definite arrangements until the Com- 
mission have given their rubing. 


(10) It should be remembered that preliminary suggestions 
have been very well received, and letters to hand evince a keen 
desire on the part of most villages to participate. It is my 
opinion that such an occasion would give a very real impetus to 
the work of the school, especially in its relation to the very 
live issue of follow-up work among the graduates.

(5) Should the re-union be possible will your village 
take part? 
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(6) Should your village take part, will you agree to 
rr e transportation for all members of the delegation? 
tno ld the re-union take place, we are recommending that the 
school will provide food and accommodation to all competing 
delegates from villages north of Vancouver Island.) 


(7) What do you think of this as a general outline of 
the week's programme? 


(a) Special religious services some of which to be 
lead by members from visiting villages. 

(») Lectures by outstanding people on such subjects 
as Indian education and round table conferences on 
how the schools can help the Indian people mores; 
what the Churches can do to help and what the Indians 
can do to help the Churches; and other subjects. 

(ce) An inter-village track meet in which the school 
would enter competitors. 

(a) Football, baseball and basketball games between 
the competing villages and the school teams. 


(8) Have you any suggestion as to other activities 
that would be well included in the programme? 


(9) Should your village send a delegation, how and 
when would they arrive? 


(10) How many graduate boys and men = women and gLele 
are resident in your village? We really hope you will give 
this matter very earnest consideration, and as time is short, 
an early reply will be appreciated.

Time ‘flies along so fast at school that it 
ly a very little while since we last wrote to you all, 
it is getting. on for two whole months, so it would 
good thing to.let you all know something of what is 
done at St. Michael's for your children. 


First of all we are pleased to tell you that 
the children keep well and practically all of them are in 
splendid health. In a school as large as this it seems almost 
impossible to escape from:sickness altogether, but the number 
of children ill seems to get less each year, which looks as if 
the general health standard is slowly improving in the villages, 
a tribute to the patient work being done both by the Indian 
Department and the Church in those places. The children are 
now well into the second half of the school year and many of 
them have been moved to. higher grades, where we trust they will 
continue to make steady progress in their studies. 


After. a very long and trying winter from the 
point of view of weather, the spring at last seems to be arriv- 
ing and glorious sunny days are with us now, bringing new joy 
and healthy sun rays to the youngsters, with longer hours and 
brighter days for outside games. 


So too in our Church life, the long days of 
Lent are moving on, and we'strive to see beyond the darkness 
of the approaching Passiontide the glorious and certain hope 
of new and better life in the triumphant glory of the Feast 
of Easter. 

On Good Friday in our Church we will endeavour 
to portray the "Story of the Passion" and many from the school, 
both pupils and staff, are among those chosen to act in this 
solemn play. May God help them all to reverently portray those 
terrible days in the earthly life of His Beloved Son; that 
through their service in word and action, others of His flock 
may learn to love Him more. 


Through the kindness of the. Superintendent of 
the Oriental Mission of B. ©0., we have secured the loan of a 
very fine set of slides on the life of our Blessed Lord, and 
these are being used in the mid-week Lenten services at the 
School. It is very wonderful to observe the reverence of the 
children as they see and hear that old but ever new story un- 
folded to them. 


During Lent we are undertaking our second year's 
drive for the Restoration Fund and once more the chiliren 
have taken this great cause to their hearts and are giving 
generausly as they did last year. 
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On Sunday next, March 18th, over fifty of ou 
children will be presented to the Bishop of the Diocese for the 
Sacred rite of Confirmation. For them all we ask your prayers 
as they take upon themselves fuller citizenship in the Kingdom 
of Our Lord and Saviour. May they go from stréngth to strength 
and be a power for .good among their people: « 


With these news letters to the parents, go out 
the holiday applications for this year and we would ask your 
careful attention to them and their quick return to the school 
so that plans may be made in plenty of time for the annual 
vacation. We would like you to know that a splendid site is 
being secured for a summer camp for the children who will re- 
Main with us during the holiday, and we - fould urge on you to 
give careful thought before deciding whether to take your child- 
Ten out or not. We know that last year was an exceptionally 
bad year for fighing, with the result that many of the children 
had but a poor holiday in the canneries, especially from the 
heelth stand point. From the money side it. was very bad and 
the school was put to considerable expense in. getting some of 
the children back, so we want you to be very careful in what 
ycu do this year. Things do look a little better for this 
Simmer and I think fish prices will be higher; but we would 
uzge our Indian:people to keep away from strikes at ali costs. 
They do nothing but harm and when the fish runs are so short, 
the fishermen are always the greater losers in the end. 


During the winter I have been able to visit 
several of the villages from which our children come to school, 
and I have been much impressed by the brave way in which our 
Indian people are trying to meet these difficult times. A 
long overdue visit was paid to Massett on the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, where the people gave me a splendid reception and 
welcome and when it was possible for them and the Principal 
to really get together and try to understand the problems and 
viewpoints of both parties. A-remarkable band and choir con- 
Cert was given, as a result of which I am the more certain that 
greaver attention must be paid to choral and instrumental work 
in the school, 

It is a pleasure to tell you that the proposed 
Re-union of ex-pupils of this school has been settled to take 
place in the week of May 20 ~26th, when we shall fittingly 
celebrate a half century of Residential School work in Alert 
Bay. We do hove that delegates from all the villages will be 
with us ani every effort will be made to see that a worthwhile 
programme is put on. More detailed:news of this great event 
will go forward to the villages direct in a little while. 


In closing this letter, may we wish you one and 
all a very Happy and Holy Eastertide, with the prayer that into 
our hearts and minds may come the power and strength of the 
Risen Chtist. May the victory that was His that first great 
Easter morn be ours by His help; may we. learn that in Him, we 
tco may conquer sin and death, and like Him, we too may rise to 
new life in His service, both here on earth and hereafter in 
Heaven above.

I have your letter of the 16th instant, re- 
garding the request of the Principal of the Alert Bay 
Indian Residential School for a grant for an increase 
of 10 in the pupilage. 


In reply I have to say that it will not be 
possible to provide for an increased pupilage at this 
school during the current fiscal year. Our appropriation 
for per capita grants to Indian residential schools has 
been entirely assigned. There are many demands for 
increases, and the Department was unable to make 
provision for an increase over the 200 for which the 
grant is allowed at the Alert Bay School. I = add, 
however, that when our Estimates for the next ecal year 
are being prepared, full consideration will be given to 
the matter of an increased pupilage at this school.

On September 14th last I wrote the 
Department \enclosing copy of a letter received 
from Mr, F.B. Anfield, Principal of St.Michael's 
Indian Residential School in which he requested 
an increase in per capita earning pupilage from 
the present scale of 200 up to 210. 


The Department replied to this letter 
on September 25th, No. 156-0-1 stating consideration 
would be given to the matter of providing grant for an 
extra pupilage when the Estimates were being prepared 
for the next fiscal year. 


Mr. Anfield has again written me request- 
ing that this be granted for the next term commencing 
after the summer holidays. It might be as well for 
me to explain the situation somewhat so that the De- 
partment will be fully aware of our position. During 
the past year Mr. Anfield has carried in the school pupils 
in excess of 200 but has received no grant for them. In 
the Kwawkewlth Agency during the past year I have found 
@ considerable number of children who are physically fit 
but who have no Day School available and I am insisting 
that these children be put into the Residential School. 
Three other Agencies to the north of us, namely Bella 
Coola, Skeena and yueen Charlotte, are also making de= 
mands on this school, and it would appear unless we can 
raise the pupilage some children who have no opportunity 
of education are going to be left out. There is ample acce- 
ommodation in the school for 210 pupils, and so long as we 
are able to accommodate them properly 1 feel the pupilage 
grant should be raised to 210, and am therefore asking the 
Department to give this their serious consideration.

My dear friends, 


Holidays are over and the school is once more filled to overflowing for 
@ new term of work which started officially on September lst. On the Pacific coast 
the subject of talk during most of the year is fishing, which industry reaches its 
zenith during the two months our youngsters are out on vacation, giving most of 
those who are old enough to work an opportunity to earn some much needed money to 
buy clothes for themselves and to help their parents through the winter. I have 
in the past ten years at Alert Bay been much struck with the self-sacrifice of many 
of our older girls and boys who have done well during the fishing season and yet 
who, during the school year, have very little pocket money and I have often found 
that they have given almost all their earnings to their people, after buying an 
outfit of clothes for themselves. This is a nice thing to notice and makes us 
happy in our work for the children. 


On the coast this year we have had the extremes of poverty and wealth kn 
the different fishing areas. In our own district around Alert Bay we have seen 
the greatest run in years and our Indian people should all be very well eff. The 
seme can be said for Rivers Inlet, where in the last week of the run, literally 
hundreds of thousands of salmon were caught by the gill-netters, ylutting the 
Canneries with fish to an unheard of extent. Whilst the fishermen did so well in 
Rivers Inlet, geiting 45¢ per fish with an average catch per man of over 1200, the 
Cannery Companies will not profit greatly as this fish was not of very good grade 
for sock-eye, and will not bring high prices. The Bella Coola run was a failure 
as was also that of the Naas River, which was the worst in years. The run in the 
Queen Charlotte Islands was very poor, ana that in the famous Skeena River was only 
fair. Generally speeking, our northern Indians will be very badly off whilst those 
of the south have done remerkably well. It is a great pity that more of them do 
not learn to save their noney, though I am happy to say that some of our ex-pupils 
have brought their money either to the School or the Indian Agent to have placed 
in a bank for safe-keeping. 


Only a few children were in school during the summer holiday, so few that 
we did not consider it worthwhile operating our camp. However, they had a very 
nice time and all but one improved greatly in health. The one exception who 
unfortunately has never had much cf a chance from infancy, was finally taken to a 

M@nospital near his home where our prayers for his recovery follow him with >2ur love 
and best wishes. We had a busy summer due largely to a superabundent crop of good 
things from the farm, and the staff were strenuously engagea in putting up jam and 
pickles, over 14 tons of which were put by for the winter. 


The largest class of graduating pupils we have known left this year to 
try eut in their new village life at home the foundation they have been building 
at school. Few of us will ever forget the service held in our School for them at 
the close of term, and we d> pray and beseech your prayers as well, that the rese- 
lutions there formed may be helped and strengthened in them all; and that the 
blessings there besought may be ever around them, to protect and fortify as they 
meet the cold challenge of the outside world. To you graduates, I say, be strong 
and of good courage and hold fast to that which is good. Make firm friends and 
counsellors of your village missionaries and teachers, and aboye all, 
actively into God's work among your people. Write when you ’ 
your joys and sorrows and remember always that your school 
and will welcome a visit whenever you are near Alart Bay, 
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As a result of the large graduating class, we have a swaller ol from 
the individual point of view, but every bed is full and five classrooms Fe working 
well. We have happily been able to relieve several difficult situations this yeer, 
taking in children from areas where no schools exist, and from others where child- 
ren needed so badly a measure of home life, which, in spite of the size of the 
place, we do strive to give in this school. The health standard is good at the 
time of writing and it is our hope that this year, as lest, we may be spared any 
undue worry over the. physical welfare of our children. 


During this summer, thanks indeed to generous help from friends in the 
different Government Departments at Alert Bay I have been able to follow up the 
children at the Canneries, and by boat and seaplane have visited them and their 
parents, much to the joy of us all. It was a tremendous help to see and feel the 
welcome they gave me at the Canneries this year, and also to know how well the 
Cannery officials co-operate - getting net lofts ready for services at which, thank 
God, we sometimes had over a hundred attending. Our Indian people need all the 
ministration we can give them, end especially 80 during the fishing season when 
violent sin is so often all around them. One feels, in services such as those 
taken this year something of the joy that must have animated our Master, when 
beside a lakeshore, lined with fishing boats, He taught the people that man does 
not live by bread or fish alone, but by the living word of God.- % 


The first special event for the opening School was of course, St. 
Michael's Day and we did indeed have e happy Patronal Festival, made more so by a 


plessent remembrance in the form of a cablegram from Rev. C.K.K. Prosser in 
ngland. Rev. Prosser was the School Chaplain for five years and he won the love 


and esteem of all at St. Michael's. A perfect dey saw a well run programe brought 
to a successful conclusion, and the chempions who came up to receive the Challeng 
Cups were Hester Jones of lassett and Marjorie Wilson of lietlakathla on the girls‘ 
side; Sam “uno and Jacob Davies, both of Aiyansh, on the boys’ side. 


A week later we kept Harvest Festival and welcomed to the School for the 
first time our new Bishop Co-adjutor, Rt. Rev. H. E. Sexton, whor the School took 
to its heart in a great way. He brought wonderful messages to us, and with them 
the loving greetings of the Diocesan, our dear friend, Bishop Schofield, whom, we 
were gled to hear, is rejoicing in better health. Bishop Sexton was present at 4 
special service in our school when the school captains were commissioned for their 
year's work. Those who lead the school this year are: Patricia Thompson - "Eagles", 
Alice Mason - "Ravens", Hester Jones ~ "Orchids", Mary Munday - "Royal Rese"; 
Stanley Adams - "Vikings", Reggie Percival ~ "Comets", Jacob Davies - "Crusaders", 


Edwin Cook - “Wanderers”. 
&. 
The School was also pleased to welcome our friend, Dr. Westgate, 
Executive Secretary of the Indian Residential School Commission of our Church. We 
are always glad to see him and to listen.to his friendly counsel and wise advice 
and we wish he would come more often. With him on his visit was Canon Vale, 
Principal of the School at Chapleau, Ontario, and a veteran missionary among 0 
Indian people for the past 28 years. The visit of these two good people was © 
ed greatly by one and all and helped us get off to a happy start in the new sc 
year. 
We welcome several new members on our staff this year, and especi 
Capt. J. EB. Allsopp of the Church Army in Canada, who cones to us as Vice-Prin., 
I beaieve this to be a very fine choice by the Commission in view of the large } 
plaved vy the Church Army in the work of many of our northern villages. 
: tter must close, it has been far too long. We shall write ag 
to you al} istmas and in the meantime wish you one and all Ged speed

The following letter, dated May 14th, 1936, has 
just been received from Mr. M. S. Todd, Indian Agent, Alert 
Bay, Be. Cem 


"It has come to my notice that aeroplanes 
landing at Alert Bay generally approach the 
landing location by flying low over the Indian 
Residential School farm located at the head of 
the Bay. In doing so, the planes follow a 
course which takes them immediately over the 
playgrounds of the school, often flying very 
low, where there are sometimes two hundred 
children playing on the grounds. 


"It appears to me, should anything happen 
to the plane while flying low over the playgrounds 
in making their landing, a very serious accident 
might be the result. This office does not desire 
to interfere in any way with the air service coming 
into this station, and we are only thinking of the 
safety of the children in case of an accident, and 
wish to bring this to the attention of the Depart- 
ment so that some definite location can be set 
aside for the planes to use other than flying 
immediately over the playgrounds and thus avoid 
any accident which might occur." 


Our Agent does not state the name of the company 
operating the planes which land at Alert Bay. 


I would appreciate your advising me if it is 
possible to avoid having the planes land at Alert Bay 
from across the school playgrounds.

a In our last letter we told you something of t of 


Renewal hela for staii and puvils during the season of Lent, an op- 
portunity God given, for spiritual research and fresh endeavour. 
Weeknight lantern services with instructions during the weeks of Lent 
prepared the way for an intensive day by day Mission during Holy Week, 
and we will not soon forget those wonderful services conducted by 
Captain Allsopp of the Church Army, now the Vice-Principal of our 
School. On Good Friday evening at the concluding service of the 
Mission, nearly one hundred of our company, staff and pupils alike, 
in response to a definite challenge, came forward from the congre~ 
gation and kneeling before the altar, publicly renewed their Baptis- 
mai and Confirmation vows and re~dedicated their lives to fuller 
Christian service. For each and all of them we ask your prayers that 
they may continue loyal and faithful members of the living Church of 
Christ. Nearly half of those who made decisions in the Mission are 
preparing themselves for Confirmation, when Bishop Sexton comes to us 
at the end of liay. Just as it required a Calvary to glorify an 
Easter morn, so our mission of renewal brought to us all its own 
reward in a wonderful Eastertide, one of the happiest we Have ever 
known at St. Michael's, for so many of our children had learned the 
real meaning of "everlasting life" and in their Communion on that 
glorious day sought and received from on high the power to live a 
life that lasts, triumphant over time and space; a life which can 
conquer sin and death and which can be used as the Evangel of a new 
day in the hearts of all mankind. 


Due to the nearness of Empire Day to which the children are 
looking forward with great glee, we did not have a Sports Meet on the 
Easter Monday holiday this year, but. treasure hunts, picnics, and a 
very fine football game in which our boys were victorious ovor the 
Village team, 2 - 0, seemed to fill in quite nicely and the children 
voted the day, which ended with a party, quite one of the best yet. 
They seemed quite contented to be back at their studies the following 
day and now they are on the last lap of the school year. Their minds 
of course, are looking ahead to vacation time, which will be upon us 
all too quickly. The holidays will start around the end of June, and 
I am sure even our smallest and youngest child can, without hesitation 
tell you the exact number of days still to wait. In sone ways, pros- 
pects for a good fishing year seem brighter than those of last year, 
but the fishing industry is a rather elusive one on which to prophesy. 


Toward the end of April it was possible for me to make a 
trip north, and in two weeks I travelled over 1300 miles and visited 
practically every Indian village north of Alert Bay to the Alaska 
boundary, most of the travelling being done in motor launches. I 
would be most ungrateful were I not to express thanks and apprecia- 
tion to the Indian Agents, Missionaries, Doctors and teachers who 
made the visits possible and so greatly worthwhile. Leaving Alert 
Bay on a Wednesday, we worked north to Bella Coola by steamer, and en 
route visited the people of the Oweekayno tribe in Rivers Inlet, and 
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met Dave Bernard and John Thompson, graduates of 1915 and 1935 ~ 
pectively. They were busy building . gill net boat for this season's 
work, but dropped the tools to hear news of the school and their rela- 
tions therein. 80 quickly did tiuwe fly that I_had almost to fly, too, 
to get the boat and ran 100 yards faster than I have moved for years. 
The steaser had freight and passengers for every cannery in Smith and 
Rivers Inlets so it was not until 2.30 a.m. on Friday that the ship's 
whistle blew for Bella Coola, but even such hours of arrival have 
their compensations, for I sat on the front steps of the Church in 
the village and watched a perfectly glorious sunrise splash gold on 
the glacial peaks on either side of the Bella Coola valley. Shortly 
after nine, accompanied by Inspector Barry and the Indion Agent, Mr. 
Fougner, we visitcd the village and the day school, where after a 

few words with the children, I left to look up the Missionary and 
then the ex-pupils. If I were to name all I met on the trip this 
letter would become oa magazine, so I must just say I met them all and 
if I was glad to see them, I know they were glad to See someone from 
the old school and quite soon they were hot-foot after news. I was 
lucky to have with me photos of most of the present pupilage and the 
gift of these to the parents was a great joy. As one of trem said, 
"Tt is almost as good as seeing them ourselves." The Missionary, 
Rev. G. Knox, warned me that the Young People's Association had asked 
that I speak at the Church thet night, so after a visit to the Hos- 
pital, I went off for a walk towards the river to think things 
through, but had to go furti.er aficld as the olachan grease makers 
were just skimming off a boiling. As it is fron this village that we 
get the olachan grease for the School, I strolled over later to see 
how they were getting on - they wore doing fino. In spite of a 

nasty outbreak of ‘flu in the village, the Church was filled that 
evening for a very enjoyable service inde doubly pleasant for me by 
the sight of so many young people who in the past years have learned 
within these walls. The ushers and bell-ringers were all ex-pupils, 
and it was so encouraging to hear the idissionary speak of then as his 
right hand. But all good things must cond, and so noon on Saturday 
say us pulling out on the Agency launch, which under the skilful 
pilotage of Constable Levelton was to be our home for a week's trip 
to Prince Rupert. 


Saturday night was spent at Occan Falls where I iset and 
had a short talk with Bishop Rix of Caledonia Diocese, and after 
attending Matins on Sunday iorning in the beautiful little Church in 

hat busy paper-making town, we left for Bella Bolla, in which vil- 
lage live scores and scores of our graduates. We were welcomed by 
the Missionary, Rov. W. R. Wolch, and the entire rising generation of 
Bella Bella; then, accompanied by the odd dozen or 80 we made our way 
towards the Mission House for supper, following which we went back to 
the wharf to meet the "Thomas Crosby", of the United Church Marine 
Hospital, on which ship I ct Principal Scott of the Coqualecetza 
Residential School. He, like myself, was on a tour of the Indian 
villages in the interosts of the Church and School, and it was a 
splendid gesture on the part of the Missionary that we siould each be 
asked to preach a sermon at the evening service. We did, and perhaps 
our mutual friends will hope that in future, School Principals will 
not travel in couples. The following day passed with lightning specd, 
and.into a vory few hours wero crowded interviews with the parents of 
children in St. Michaol's; a check on new pupils; and a visit to the 
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a a where in this village as in many others, siiply splondid 
yo#k is being donc under very difficult conditions. A visit to the 
Hospital and a quiet talk with the patients knovn to ne, and then the 
journey started again and te good suip turned her bow towards Mill- 
bank Sound, which strotch of water can, under given circu.stances, 
produce conditions tuat would devastate one's wildest imaginings. The 
Sound was, fortunately, on its best behaviour, but the skipper 
decided to show us the inside channel ana we turned in just below 
Ivory Light to calm waters, through channels dcep and narrow, and 
sconery of indoscribable beauty quite unknorn to those who travel in 
steaners ond tourist boats. Just as the sun went dorn we entered 
Jackson Passage where one could touch si.ore from either side of the 
ad tvo hours later saw us tied up at Klemtu village. A visit 
to the Mission House and Church and an hour with ex-pupils, watching 
the girls' teams play basketball, completed the day, and we retired 
to our berths for the night. Next morning we were a akened to the 
noise of howaering, and going out on deck found the men of the vil- 
lage all busy building a deck and freight shed on their new wharf. 
As isany of them had children in School, I stayed on the launch and 
they came dovm to see ie about their youngsters! progress. Later on 
I visited the day school and at noon we once more cranked the willing 
engine and set off for Kitaaat, arriving the following day at noon. 


In this village live. some 250 Indian people; there is a 
United Church Misaion ond Residential School for 30 pupils and a day 
School. It seems rather isolated as they only got mail boats once a 
month, but they wore all cneerful and busy with their tasks. We 
spent severnl happy hours among them, rowing out later into a 
beautiful moon-lit night to. where the launch was anchored. Almost 
before sleep came to me at all; I heard the anchor being hoisted and 
we were off at 4 a.m. towards the Skeena River, via ‘Hartley Bay, at 
which village we stopped for a couple of hours to inspect the day 
school and pay a call on the Missionary and his good wifc. It isa 
long run up Grenville Channel, which scems to maintain tho same width 
and straightness for hours on ond, but evontually we saw the opening 
of the Skeena, one of the greatest salmon rivers of B. C., and at 
seven in the evening the cngine slowed down at Claxton. Here 
occurred the ont mishap of the trip - just as we were pulling into 
the wharf, the clutch chose that moment to preak in two and wo had a@ 
pleasant few minutes making a landing. Going ashore, I was delighted 
to meet some of the ex-pupils, especially Roger and Leonard Mercer, 
and Claude Morven, all of whom are now happily married. We had a 
most enjoyable chat. in the home of their: father, Pseul Mercer, &@ 
licensed lay reader of Caledonia Diocese and a graduate of this 
School in 1902. I was most impressed all through the trip with the 
large number of really happy marriages which have taken place be- 
tween boy and girl ex-pupils. In only two cases did I find genuinely 
u ppy marriages, and in both cases tho ex-pupil was marricd to a 
partner who had not been to school at all. 


After repairs were completed next day, we moved up river to 
Port Essington where tho Inspector had work in the day school. This 
town is, apart from some 100 Indians, almost entirely populated by 
Jnpanese, and I understand that in keeping with the Nationalist move- 
ment among these people, they are building a Buddhist Temple in

Essington. Our work complcted, we finally reached Prince rupor 
after calling at Cassiar and Inverness Canncrics to see parents of 
pupils at present in the School. Here ended the first part of our 
journey and aftor bidding farewell to our genial skipper, wo left the 
lounch and embarked on the "Naaskeena" of the Prince Rupert Indian 
Agcney, and on the following day set sail for the Naas River, via 
Port Simpson, with a population of 650 Indians, the largest village 

I beliove, in B. 0, We had with us in addition to the Inspector and 
Indian Agent, the Asst. Director of Medical Services for the Depart- 
mont of Indian Affairs in the porson of Dr. McQuarric, ond I am more 
than erateful for the opportunity afforded for a long conforence on 
the problom of T, B. control, and tho cducational opportunities of 
the Residential School in this work. 


After a short call at Kincolith, we anchora@g for the nicht 
off. the deserted cannery at Naas Harbour, and the following morning 
we once more changed boats, this time into a river boat in charge of 
Captain Stephen Clayton, oa native of Gitlakdamix, under whose 
extremely skilful guidance we started the twelve hour trip up the 
Naas River, whose shallow waters ond innumerable sand bars in the 
lower stages, and roaring canyons and rapids further up, were a 
challenge to the highest degree of skill and river lore. Captain 
Clayton's father was a river man before him, and Stephen had started 
to learn his trade of river pilot as a boy. On this trip Lis om son 
Silas, a fine strapping young man, was in the bow of the boat watch- 
ing the river, making it part of his very being, so that in turn he, 
too, could follow in his father's steps. The boat was a thirty-foot 
tunnel craft with a 40 H.P. engine, built and equipped by the skipper 
himself. A stop was made at Fishery Bay, the olachan camp of the 
Naas River people, where I met both parents and ex-pupils. Grease 
making was nearly completed, and I was glad to note that even in this 
camp in which the people would spend at most but two months of the 
year, they had built a splendid little Church, capable I suppose of 
seating 150 people. It was late that night, about eleven, when we 
sav the lishts of the village of Gitlakdamix, to which village many 
years ago, the people had returned following the flood at Aiyansh 
Village started by the late Rev. J. B. McCullough of missionary fame. 
Tixed after our long trip, we were more so after climbing the 89 
steps up to the Mission House, but the very genuine welcome of Rev. 
and Mrs Kinley, and a bounteous supper soon put things to rights. As 
there was a phone from Gitlakdamix to the Big Canyon, word of our 
progress had gone before and the good missionary and his wife were 
ready with smiles (and Irish ones too), food, and restful beds. One 
could not ask for more, and we had a wonderful rest, fitting Os all 
for our respective tasks on the morrow, when doctors examined the 
sick, the Inspector the schools, the Agent heard various and sundry 
delegations, and I went forth to find ex-pupils and parents. This 
village of 240 people is one of the best on the B. C. coast, wide 
streets and sidewalks, large halls for athletics and meetings, and 
one of the largest and most beautiful Churches one could visit any- 
where. They also have a fine Church Army Hall, and in the tower of 
the Church a large illuminated clock which keeps the villaze on tine. 

he houses are all fairly modern, though bad fishing seasons in the 
north have aeld back the building of as many new hoes as I noticed 
further south. In Gitlakdauix and in Greenville, further down the 
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would aliuost imacine that a tom planning covaission nad 
so well and spaciously laid out are the homes, ana there 
house. It is more than evident that 
nighty 60 V been laid by those who pioneered the 
faith in these parts. s hoisted ond an hour later 
we met the Council to discuss education. They appealed for a Resi- 
dential School, and one can hardly blane then for they have not even 
got a day school, the teaching being done in a room in the Uission 
house by the Missionary who is, however, @ qualified teacher. As 
there is no likelihood of further residential schools being puilt, I 
urged them to support their teacher, and send their children to 
school at the Mission House until such time as the Department can 
find the means of puilding a proper day school for them, put that the 
Residential School would help by taking in special cases where and 
whenever opportunity and vacancies permitted. Since writing this we 
are very glad to note that the Department has, in the supplementary 
estimates, sanctioned the building of a day school for this village. 


After a two-day stay we once more set our faces toward the 
south, and the run dorn the river was accomplished in about four 
hours running time. There were, however, two villages to visit on 
the way dorm, Canyon City, perched up on the rocks in the middle of 

he Canyon, and Greenville. At Canyon City I met the Azak youngsters, 
Ernest, Percy and Dorothy, now all growm up to be fine young people. 
It was nice to hear such good reports of them from the ldissionary. 
This village lies opposite the Naas River lava beds, the volcano of 
which pushed the river five miles out of its course some 200 years 
ago. From the village one can see clear across the ten miles of lava 
to the mountains along which the river must have run in days gone by. 


By noon we were off again, and in the afternoon we moored 
our craft at Greenville, & village about the sale size as Gitlakdamix. 
We had not much time here, put managed to visit the missionary, Rev. 
W. Cooper, spend some time in the day school, attend a meeting of the 
Council at which the same plea for a Residential School was made and 
later we were all the guests of the Council and Village at a splen- 
did banquet in the Torm Hall, where we enjoyed @ feast of spring sal- 
mon with all the trimmings. One could not have had a petter cooked 
or more tastily served repast anywhere, and the good people must have 
gone to a lot of work to entertain us. I was especially impressed 
with the day school in this village, and urged the people to support 
4¢ fully. At 8.30 p.m, a8 night was falling, we set out on the last 
stretch of our journey for the day, and at 22 miles per hour came 
down to Kincolith in lack darkness and pouring rain across the sand- 
vars. At midnight the very welcome and hospitable roof of Dr. Mac- 
donald's home at Kincolith was over our heads; our soaked clothing 
was changed and we were at peace. There ie a fine day school in this 
village and it was & pleasure to once again meet Miss Aylwin, the 
teacher, who was on the teaching staff at 8t, Michael's some years 
ago. During the following day, I paid a call on the Missionary, 

Rev. 0. Thorne and his wife, real veterans on the Naas. Tne good man 
was busy in his garden, one of the finest in the north and a great 
joy to him. Most of the people of Kincolith were away at the Can- 
neries so we did not sce much of them, but in Dr. and Mrs Macdonald 
and Rev. and Mrs Thorne they have real friends _— who have 
all given oa lifetime of service to the Nishga peapte. 
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The following morning saw us on our way south once again, 
with grateful thoughts for nll who had 60 hospitably entertained and 
cared for us on our wanderings. Besk in Prince Rupert to a long con- 
ference with the Agent ond Inspector on scnool natters, sand then off 
ho on the stewicr to our big fomily at Alert Bay. 


ne must make a trip such as this to knov the worthwvhile- 
ness thereof. The personal contact means sO much, doesn't it? One 
i writing to one of the pupils in sc+ efter my return said 
visit meant so much to us all, it life to 
go on with. Putting aside the personal eler: 
that it surely is our duty, who nave these childr 
as long as ten years in some cases, to see thet the 
ship and trust is not broken by neglect. We owe 4% to our ex 
and the parents to visit tuo villages a6 8 le, 
assure you that our Indian Reci 
anxious ond glad for such vis 
day schools is tremendous and this 
of this School is clearly defined, 
overlap that of the day scnools, 
children orphaned or noglected from any 
from villages where there are no aay schoo } 
the day schools are overcrowded; end this School can oe 
over with children from these groups alone. 


This has been the st letter yet, put I know many will 
be glad to get sone little insight into the extent of the work under- 
taken by our Church for the Indian people on the ooast of British 
Columbia.

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On October llth I left Alert Bay on 4 

usiness trip to Victoria and Vancouver and while there 
besides attending to Departmental business I attended the 
International Arts and Crafts Festival which was held at 
the Vancouver Hotel from the 14th to 17th inclusive. St. 
Michael's Indian Residential school at Alert Bay displayed 
the work done by the pupils during the past term, which 
created a great deal of interest amongst the people who 
visited the exhibit, and many genuine favourable comments 
were made as to the workmanship and Indian designs. 
Arrangements had been made by the Vancouver School Board 
whereby the children of the Vancouver schools were escorted 
by their teachers to visit the exhibit, and each day 
thousands passed through the building, and I am sure the 
work from our Indian school taking into consideration the 
ages of those doing the work was far superior to any work 
done by the same aged children in the white schools in 
Vancouver. We feel this is something really worth while as 
it gives us an opportunity to show the general public just 
what is being done by the Indian ehildren at our schools.

Recently it has come to my notice that correspondence 
from the Hducational Branch, Ottawa, is being directed to 
the Principal of St. Michael's Indian Residential School, 
Alert Bay, in which new instructions have been given and 
new arrangements made in respect to policy and the admin- 
istration of the school, This office has never been advised 
with respect to any changes in policy or administration. 


We are expected to check and supervise accounts and 
Returns received from the school and have been requested to 
have them correct before submitting to Ottawa. We questioned 
the correctness of the June Quarterly Returns of St. Michael's 
Indian Residential School, and were rather embarrassed to be 
told by the Principal that he had received instructions direct 
from the Indian Affairs Branch, Ottawa, to increase the per 
capita grant and also make other changes in respect to their 
Quarterly Returns. As we have not been advised of any changes 
we are accepting Principal Wickens' word and forwarding the 
Returns as received. 


It has been found desirable in the past that any 
correspondence taking place between Ottawa and the Principal 
of the Residential School effecting administration in which 
the Agent has a responsibility, that a arbon copy be forwarded 
this office. Possibly the Department would advise me in 
respect to any new instructions which have been issued to 


the Principal during the past few months.

With the above in mind would you please inform this 
Administration whether the indian Affairs Branch would approve a 
three month holiday period this coming summer, instead of the usual 
two. This would entail closing the school at the end of May instead 
of the end of June. 

Considering the state of financial emergency, it is 
also asked that the grant be continued for the additional holiday 
month.

We have in the past received recommendations 
that the old classroom block at the above school be replaced 
when conditions improve. It is hoped that steps can now be 
formulated for the replacement of this Classroom block, 


The following proposals have been @iscussed with 
Major MacKay and are submitted for your comment and for action 
where necessary by Inspector Davey: 


(1) That a four Classroom block or lar 
replace the present 
Classroom blo 
Catherine! 


That this new building along with the four room day 
school now nearing completion be used by both the day 
and residential school pupils. 


That the teaching staff at this school be appointed 
entirely by the Department. 


That the present residential school be a hostel for 
those children who have to come from isolated reserves 
as at present. This hostel would be operated by the 
Church of England. 


That the hostel children attend the new day school on 
the same basis as thie children from the village. 
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In other words, we are considering a somewhat 
similar set-up to that operated at the Fairbridge Farm School 
where the Provincial Department of Education operates a day 
school within the frame-work of the farm school. This proposal 
has been discussed with Mr. Todd and we would appreciate your 
views on this matter, 


It should be realized that the above proposals 
constitute a departure from the present system and are in the 
nature of an experiment, 


It is felt that Inspector Davey should makes 


(a) Specific recommendation as to the size of the classroom 
block which would have to be erected. The Plans 
forwarded are only a suggestion, 


Recommendation as to the most suitable site for the new 
building bearing in mind the location of the four 
Classroom block now nearing completion, 


The residential school pupils would, of course, 
attend on a full day basis. Provision should be made for 
eventually providing High School education for these children 
either by the Department or through co-operation with the Alert 
Bay School Board. The Department appointed principal would be 
in charge of both the proposed classroom block and the block now 
nearing completion. The Anglican Church would appoint a 
superintendent for the hostel, 


The above proposals have not yet been discussed 
with the Indian Sehool Administration of the Missionary Society 


of the Church of England.

Dear Archdeacon Cook: 


We have your letter of the 5th instant with 
reference to the Alert Bay Residential School. It is 
noted that in connection with the painting and repair 
work that you consider necessary at the Alert Bay 
School, you offer to supply labour if the Depertment 
supplies the material. We appreciate your co-operation 
in this regard but it appears that this would be con- 
tingent on increasing the holidsy leave from two months to 
three months. 


For many reasons we feel that it is inadvis- 
able to increase the holidays at any one school unless 
the situation is more serious than at Alert Bay. 


We are writing to Indian Commissioner Arneil 
requesting him to let us have an estimate of the cost 
of the labour in carrying out the repairs and painting 
during the months of July and August. We are instruct- 
ing him to communicate with the Reverend Principal of 
the Alert Bay school with a view to ascertaining how 
much labour can be supplied by the school staff and 
intimating to him that we will be prepared to pay the 
cost of the labour over and above what is supplied free 
by the staff. We are also requesting him to submit a 
requisition for the paint and materials required.

1. Please refer to your letter of the 7th of November, 1947, addressed to 
Gordon S. Wismer, Attorney General, and the latter's reply of the 3rd of 
December, 1947. 


26 In accordance with Mr. Wismer's suggestion, I communicated with 
Commissioner Shirras of the British Columbia Police. Copies of correspondence 
in this connection have been forwarded to lir. R.A. Hoey, Director of Indian 
Affairs Branch, under date of the Sth of December, 1947. Particular reference 
is made in the above correspondence to those sections of the Act having to deal 


with the illegal sale, consumption, etc. of liquor by Indians, 


36 We pointed out at that time that an old Order-in-Council was still in 
effect under which responsibility for enforcement of the Act rested upon the 
Provincial authorities, and the fines collected in relation to liquor offences 
go to the Treasurer of that Province. 


4e It has recently been necessary for me to survey some of the work the 
Force is doing with a view to effecting some economies in manpower. In that 
survey I found that among other things we carry out certain work in and about 
Vancouver in relation to the enforcement of the Iniian Act which employs one 
man full time and another part time. For the period from April lst, 1947, to 
March lst, 1948, this effort resulted in 134 convictions for violations of the 
Act, of which all but 13 pertained to liquor offences. I am informed also 

that the fines collected are evenually credited to the City Tre 

Vancouver and do not go to the Province, also that the Provi 1 Police do not 
undertake any work of this sort in Vancouver. 


5e Our Officer Commanding at Vancouver Supt dealey - has been in 
touch with your Comn joner, lir. Arneil, and with Mr. Taylor, the Indian Agent 
at Vancouver. There is apparently some dissatisfaction with the general 
enforcement arrangement. 


6. I feel that until the policy is altered by Order-in-Council this Force 
should take no part in the matter and should restrict its activities to 
assisting the British Columbia Provincial Police when that Force as for our 
help. I am loath to permit a situation to continue which might cause some 
confusion as to the actual division of responsibility. 


T. As matters stand now the British Columbia Provincial Police are 
responsible for the enforcement of the Indian Act in that province and the 
fines should go to the Provincial Treasurer. If the policy is > changed, 
I submit that the old Order-in-Council would have to be ncelled, f this 
4s done the R.O.M.Police detachments would have to be s sngthened 

materially and, in fact, new ones might have to be opened. This I 

prepared to do.

I hope, remedy the present unsatisfactory conditions at the 
school, 


With regard to the additional classrooms required I 
am enclosing for your i: rmation a memorandum dated March 
24th from District School Inspector Davey wherein he suggests 
various alternatives and recommends the construction of 4 
four room classroom block with manual training and domestic 
science rooms in the basement and use of the building which 
we intended to construct from Port ardy Camp materials 
originally planned for use as domestic science and manual 
training for two additional classrooms,which will provide 
a total of ten classrooms, the minimum necessary to accommodate 
the expected combined enrolment of 320 Day and Residential 
School pupils. 


With regard to the site of the classroom block it 
is agreed that this should be constructed on lot 23 on the 
West side of the road and across from the new Day School building. 
Mr. Indian Agent Todd estimates that it would cost approximately

appreciate being advised as soon as possible when funds are 
available to have this clearing proceeded with. 


I might mention that Mr. Todd has obtained an offer

Mr. Hoey has asked for a definite recommendation 
from me regardins tue size of the block and the site, 


Size: 


In addition to the four room block just completed, 
six classrooms are required to accommodate the expected com- 
bined enrolment of the Day end Kesidential Schools of 52 
pupils. ‘here are three ways of providing these six classrooms: 


(1) The construction of a new four room block and the use 

of the two classrooms in the Residential School building for 
primary classes, hese rooms are excellent for classroom 
purposes and would also obviate the primary children walking in 
inclement weather to the combined school from the xesidential 
School and would also reduce the distance which the junior 
pupils would have to walk “rom the more distant parts of the 
reserve. 


(2) The construction of a four room block with manual training 
and domestic science in the basement and the use of the building 
to be constructed from the materials at the Port Hardy Army 

Camp which was originally planned for use as domestic science 
and manual training for two a ditional classrooms. 


(3) Construct a six room classroom block and use the vocational 
training building as originally planned. This would provide 
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ample play space in the basement when the weather is not 
favourable for tue supils to play on the school grounds, 


Of these three suzestions I favour the second 
plan because: 


(a) It would avoid any possible friction due to the presence 
of pupils in the dormitory building who do not normally come 
under the control of the person in charge of that building. 


(b) Because it would simplify the problem of administration 
by having all of the classrooms centralized. 


The third sugeestion I do not favour because the 
advantarzes hardly seem commensurate with the additional cost.

Dear Commissioner Woodt- 


This will acknowledge your letter of March 19th addremsed 
to the Deputy Minister re enforcement of the Indian Act in British Columbia, 
which has been referred to me for attention. 


The copies of correspondence referred to in your paragraph 2 
have been reviewed carefully. 


As you intimated to the Attorney-General, the Order in Council 
P.C.2535 with amendments dated December llth, 1890, whereby the Province 
undertakes Indian Act enforcement and receives the fines imposed under the 
Indian Act, is still in effect. 


On the whole the arrangement made between the Dominion and 
the Province under this Order in Council has worked out reasonably well 
over a long period of years. I believe you will agree with me when I say 
that in any co-ordination of law enforcement work as between the Dominion 
and a province, occasional local difficulties and problems are bound to 
arise from time to time. We have had our share of these, but it has always 
been possible to find a solution through consolidation and co-operation with 
the Provincial authorities. In the present instance, I feel satisfied after 
reading a letter of November 10th from Commissioner Shirras to you, that the 
situation will receive proper consideration and attention from the Provincial 
authorities responsible for law enforcement. The specialized control problems 
that have arisen in recent years in the Prince Rupert area are difficult. 


On this subject in a report dated Jenuary 20th, 1948, the 
Indian Agent for the Skeena River Indian Agency whose critical observations 
concerning the work of the British Columbia police gave rise to the present 
correspondence, has this to say:- 


"In the City of Prince Rupert, the sum of $10,178.00 was paid in 
police court fines on all charges in 1947. In the same year, 

196 natives were convicted of offences under the Indian Act, 
paying fines totalling $2,612.25 and serving 731 days imprisonment. 


A total of 102 suppliers were charged, of whom 96 were convicted 
paying a total of $4,425.00 in fines. 


In the year, the number of Indians charged decreased over previous 
years, whilst the number of suppliers charged and convicted 
eeccecee increased 
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dnoreased, due to a real effort by the B.C. Police to cope 
with the Indian liquor problem. A lot of credit is due 
Sgt. L. Potterton, i/o Prince Rupert City Detachment of the 
British Columbia Police, for this increased activity. 


The liquor situation on the Reserves is serious, particularly 
on the Nass River where the natives can bring in liquor from 
the American side, It should be noted that apart from the 
"P.M.L. 15", there is no organised police protection on any 
reserve in the Agency. Native constables, without supervision, 
are of no real value." 


This seems to be an encouraging indication of improved enforcement efforts 
in Prince Rupert, although unsatisfactory on the reserves. 

After mature consideration and discussion with the senior 
officials, who have followed the problem on the ground over a long period, 
the conclusion has been reached that it would not be advisable at this 
time to undertake a major change in policy involving the rescinding of the 
Order in Council governing the agreement between the Dominion and the 
Province as mentioned in your paragraph 6, 


At the same time, I should like to say that this Department 
greatly appreciates your offer to increase your establishment if necessary 
in British Columbia, and information is being sought as to where this 
might be done with advantage to both forces.

Dear Mr. Wismer, 


You will recall that we have had some correspondence 
about problems of law enforcement in connection with the Indien 
population of British Columbia. The difficulties experienced 
in this field have recently reached a climax with the 
unpleasant events that have happened at Alert Bay. 


In conversation with Commissioner Wood of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police this morning, I was informed that although there 
had at one time been a detachment of his organization at Alert 
Bay, it was withdrawn at the request of the Provincial authorities 
of that day. It would be inappropriate to consider the re-establish- 
ment of this detachment, except under agreement with the Province. 
Even if such an agreement were to be arrenged, it would take some 
time, and would not assist in solving the current difficulties. 
Commissioner Wood has been so good ss to say that he will write 
personally direct to Commissiorer Shirras ir regard to the present 
troubles. This should assist in straightening out the situation 
at Alert Bay where the Provincial Police representative is 
apperently under the impression that he has no responsibility in 
relation to the maintenance of order among the Indian populetion, 
This, of course, is a complete and serious misapprehension. 


I thought that I should write and let you know about the 
step that Commissioner Wood is taking, es neither he nor I want to 
do anything which would not be known to and approved of by you. 


While dealing with this gereral subject may I express the 
hope that your Depertment will shortly be in a position to take 
effective steps towards remedying the bootlegging situation in and 
around Prince Rupert, which was dealt with in my previous letters.

I had hoped to have the pleasure of ca ling on you 
during my recent visit to Victoria but unfortunately for me you 
were out of town during the three days of my visit. I am now tak- 
ing the liberty of writing you to mention a matter thet has 
recently been giving me and the members of the Department of 
iines and Resources some concemMe I am writing to you personally 
as the suggestion I have to make 1s a little out of my field and 
2.00 not Wish to interfere with the official responsibilitics of 
others. 


when I was in Prince Rupert ten days ago I found that 
the liquor situation there as it affected the Indian population 
in the city and in the Skeena Valley seemed to be pretty much out 
of hand. The local Provincial Consta les were doing their best 
but were finding it difficult to ‘et tim: to handle this matter 
in addition to their other responsibilities. The same situation 
existed with regard to the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Post 
in Prince Rupert. 


It has occurred to mé that this situation might perhaps 
be more effectively handled if a Provincial constable of Indian 
race (preferably a Haida or Tsimtsiam) could be appointed and sent 
into the district in order to handle this particular problem. 

It might be easier for guch a man to discover just how widespread 
the bootlegging is and to take effective action against both the 
Indians and Whites concerned. It would moreover «oO something 
for Tndian morale for ons of thetr people to be given the dignity 
of membership in the provincial Police end the responsibility of 
applying the law to the hite residents of the area as well as to 
the Indian population. 


T don't know how this idea may appeal to you but I 
think perhaps 1t might be worth considering and Comm sstioner 
Parsons who knows the Indians very well indeed might be prepared 
to express an opinion in regard to ite

Indian Children Lovable, Natural, 
Adapt Themselves to Learning 


When Betty Kingzett left Edmonton for-Alert Bay, 
B.C., last January, she probably didn’t imagine herself 
president of an Anglican Young People’s group of 25 mem-| 
bers, all Indians except herself and another white girl. Yet,| 
that’s what she is today and she loves it. | 

Miss Kingzett is on the staff of St. Michael’s Indian) 
Residential School at Alert Bay, 200 miles north of Van- 
couver, and she is back here for two weeks. 

SE * Finding her work intensely in- 
teresting, she loves the children, 
|who range in age from 6 to 16 and 
| follow her around like little puppy 
|dogs, “One can't help but love 
| them.® she says, “They are all so 
affectionate and natural.” 

Declaring that she would rather 
have a group of Indian children to 
manage than any others, she ex- 
plained that they are not spoiled 
or precocious and make no fuss 
about things like having innocula- 
tions or taking medicine, 

Indian children are quick at 
learning and if given the same 
chance could equal white children, 
according to Miss Kingzett, The 
big trouble, she says, is that their 
environment is backward and anti- 
quated and they don't learn the 
little things at home that a white 
child is taught. 

Education and a feeling of 
equality with white people are 
what the Indians need most in 
Miss Kingzett’s opinion, One ex- 
ample of what can be accomplished 
s that of a young Indian boy, a 
graduate of the school, who is 
now in his last year of law at 
university, 

There is a farm in connection 
with the schoo] where the boys 
receive agricultural instruction. | 
Many of the older girls want to be | 
nurses and teachers, A lot of their | 
spare time is taken up with Girl 
Guide actitities, 

A shortage of staff at the school 
makes it necessary for a person to 
be prepared to do anything, includ- 
ing nursing. During a recent flu 
epidemic, there were 120 children 
in bed, says Miss Kingzett, There 
are 220 at the school, 

A well-known singer when she 
was in Edmonton, Miss Kingzett 
has started a choir at the school.

Alert Bay Indian Residential Sehool. 


Please find hereunder Inspector Davey's report 
on the Alert Bay Residential School. Ina discussion with 
him I was able to learn that little improvement can yet be 
noted in the classroom work, general discipline and morale 
of this school, 


Therefore I called Canon Cook and General 
Turner to a meeting in my office to discuss this situation, 


I advised Inspector Davey that funds would be 
made available for the purchase of furniture for the staff 
quarters and also for paint which can be used to advantage in 
brightening the teachers living accommodation. 


Inspector Davey does not recommend the painting 
of the interior of the school until discipline has been restored 
to a much greater extent than at present, 


While this is primarily a staff problem, the 
Principal would seem to be at fault in that he had not held a 
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Single staff meeting up to the time of Inspector Davey's visit. 
He is apparently trying to do too much himself end is even 
handling some of the classroom work. This leads to the unhappy 
position of having the Principal tied up in a elassroom when he 
should be supervising the many other activities of the echool, 


As you are aware, the contract for the heating 
repairs will shortly be let and we had just finished waterproofing 
the outside of the building. In other words, the Department has 
done its share in restoring thie building to proper working shape 
and the M. S. C. C,. has not been able yet to provide the proper 
staff. 


Inspector Davey has recommended that either wr. 
Caldwell or Mr. Anfield be sent to this school for a period of 
two weeks or more in order that their experience can be used 
to advantage in reorganizing the entire staff and working 
conditions. 


I feel that these matters should be brought to 
your attention as this is the only residential school in British 
Columbia which is now not functioning in a fairly efficient 
manner,

The 4nspector of Indian Schools in B.C. 
Re: Alert Bay Residential School 


I refer to Mr. Phelan's letter of eeptember 26th con- 
cerning the report of Mr, Todd on the above mentioned school. 


It is quite obvious from Mr. Todd's letter that the 
above-mentioned school is far from operating efficiently, 
in spite of some improvement. It would appear that Mr. Todd's 
criticism is based on two things. First, the failure of 
tne school to od ain qualified teachers and second, the un- 
satisfactory service of the engineer, Mr. W.P. Neill. To 
my mind there are three contribuving factors which nake it 
difficult for this school to secure satisfact ry staff. The 
first of these is the school's inability to operate on the 
erant and consequently pays salaries insufficiently hich to 
attract good staff umbers, The second factor is the unsavory 
reputation which this schol has acquired in the last three 
years, The third factor is the deplorable working conditions 
at the school. Two of the classes are held in an 014 
condemned building locally known as the ‘old girls' home", 
The principal informs me that the roof of this building leaks 
so badly that it has been necessery for him to discontinue 
classes on several occasions during the current academic year, 
and it is also impossible to keep these class-rooms warm. 
The main building, as the Department knows, is not kept 
sufficiently warm for the staff members, This has resulted 
in both illness and resignations. I understand however, 
that the Department has already advertised for tenders 
the necessary repairs to the heating Systen. It 
planned t» construct a class-room block to permit the 
aoandonment and dismantling of the old building formerly 
used as a residence for girls. 


It might be interesting to contrast the policy of 
administration of the Alert Say School with that of the school 
at Alberni, The primary concern at Alert Bay appears to he 
to operate the school within the ducget, whereas at Alberni 
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the policy is to operate the school efficiently anc give 
first consideration to the welfare of the children. The 
Alberni Residential School has adhered to this policy in 
spite of the fact that it has not been able to finance the 
operation of the school within the funds made available by 
government grants. In the last year the Alberni School 
received a loan of #59000.00 from tne United Church.

In reply to your letter of September lst last, file #6-11-2, 
the Rev. J. E. Allsopp, Principal of Alert Bay Indian Residential 
School has forwarded me a list of present employees at that institution 
showing their respective positions, net salary, value of board and living 
accommodation and gross salary. 


You will please note there are two vacancies in the present set-up 
of the staff: Manual Training Instructor and Intermediate Teacher, I 
have had a chat with Mr. Allsopp this morning and he informs me he is 
going to Vancouver to-morrow with a view to try and get a teacher to fill 
the intermediate room. He is also going to discuss the matter with your- 
self. Mr. Allsopp informs me he has had several opportunities to employ 
teachers but they refuse to accept a position there at the salary offered. 
This is the reason why one classroom is without a teacher. 


It is also noted that both the senior and junior teachers are not 
qualified. They are only working under a permit. 


It has always been my understanding that the fundamental function 
of a Residential School is education. Here we have over two hundred 
children in residence for that purpose. The M.S.C.C. evidently cannot 
obtain qualified teachers because they refuse to pay adequate salaries, 
with the result this school has only one certified teacher, two teachers 
teaching under permits and one classroom with no teacher. The same applies 
to the Manual Training. In other words we only have one qualified teacher 
for this school of over two hundred pupils. 


This seems to me a very serious situation and one which should be 
rectified forthwith. To make a comparison with the salaries paid at the 
Residential School and those paid at our Indian Day Schools, I will give 
you one example. If Mrs. K. Bridge, primary teacher in the Residential 
School, who holds a second-class certificate, was paid under the same 
schedule as Day School teachers she would be getting 150% more salary. 
It is no wonder the M.S.C.C. cannot find teachers who will work for the 


disgraceful salaries they pay them! 
P-t.o, 
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The result appears to be that the Department is still allowing 
this Residential School to operate as a hostel rather than an educational 
institution, and the children's education cannot help but suffer. I am 
dwelling on this because I think the time is overdue when the Department 
must insist that the M.8.C.C. appoint certified teachers and pay the same 
salaries as paid Day School teachers; and failing this, the Department 
should assume the responsibility of appointing qualified teachers and 
paying them direct, just the same as Indian Day Schools. This applies 


to Manual Training as well. 


I should like to refer to Mr. W. P. McNeill, whom the M.S.C.C. have 
employed as an engineer. Several reports in respect to the services and 
qualifications of this employee have been made previously. I am informed 
he tried to write off his fourth-class papers this year but was not allowed 
to sit for the exam on the grounds that he had not had sufficient experience. 
I must again point out to the Department that the Government have a very 
large investment in valuable, important equipment installed in this school, 
all of which comes under the supervision of Mr. McNeill. In my opinion as 
well as others, in a better poéition than I, who are conversant with the 
needs of a proper engineer, feel that a qualified engineer should be 
appointed in charge of this equipment, otherwise we are going to be faced 
with endless repair bills and finally replacement of equipment which will 


be of major proportion. 


Alert Bay Residential School has almost the same equipment as the 
old Coqualeetza Indian Residential School, Serdis, now under the adminis- 
tration of the Department of National Health and Welfare. Here at Alert 
Bay we have @ man in charge of similar equipment who cannot obtain his 
fourth-class papers, receiving a net salary of $72.50 with a gross salary 
of $132.50; as compared to the present staff at Coqualeetza Indan Hospital, 
Sardis, where they have a Chief Engineer and either two or three Assistants. 
I am given to understand the Chief's salary is $215.00 @ month, and his 
Assistants’ starting at $165.00, graduating to $190.00 a month. Surely 
there must be something wrong! 


I would feel satisfied myself if we had one good qualified engineer, 
someone who could and would take care of our equipment and do ordinary 
maintenance work, How long is this situation going to continue? 


I am satisfied that the Rev. J. E. Allsopp cannot do otherwise than 
carry out his instructions from the M.S.C.C. in respect to staff salaries. 
Therefore, no blame can be attached to him in this respect. 


The Department must not overlook the fact that this school is now 
twenty years old and requires more maintenance work than when it was 
originally built. Even in early days we had good qualified engineers when 
maintenance work was at a minimum,

The evident policy of retrenchment by the M.S.C.C, through 
employment of inefficient help is slowly but surely costing the Depart- 
ment large sums of money for repairs and replacement, In my opinion we 
have two major situations to deal with: 


(1) Employ a qualified engineer who can do maintenance work and 
give proper care to equipment. 


(2) Employ qualified teachers in every department. 


Other minor problems can be dealt with locally. 


I am writing at some length as we are doing everything possible 
to put this Residential School back to enjoy the same good administration 


as it did years ago.

Dear Mr. MeKay: 

Recently I appealed to Mr. Robinson, Chief librarien 
of the Vancouver Libre ry ,to send some suitable boo} simple in 
type and well illustreted, to the Indian pupils in the Residential 
School at Alert Bey, B.C., and to the children in the adjoining 
Preventorium. 


I made this appeal because I found, when I teught lest 
spring for a few weeks in St. Michael's School, that the library 
there was so inadequate that I could see reely find a book that 
was suitable for, or sppesled to the pupils. 


Indeed I was distressed over conditions in general in 
that school, Mr. McKay. If "white" children were taught in so 
dilapidated a building es the one that accommodates all the senior 
students of St. Michael's school the outcry would resound from 
Vancouver to Halifax. Moreover effective teaching is not ziven, 
for, owing to the general discomfort that prevails, and the 
inadequate salaries paid, teachers will not reme in, snd moreover 
few ere properly qualified,

MEMORANDUM TO ACTING DEPUTY MINISTER: 
Alert Bay Indisn Residential school 


Two years ago the Missionary Society of the Church 
of England in Cansda agreed to have 1e children from 
the above-named Residentia jchool educuted at the Alert 
Bay Indien Day School. Ve have gradually been providing 
sufficient sccommodation at the Alert Bay Indian Day 
ichool to carry out this sgreenent. 


Two years ago foureclassroom block was provided 
from buildings secured through Wer Assets Cor oretion 
from the Port Hardy Militery Camp. A twoeclassroom 
building from the same source is to be provided this 
summer. 


It is planned to erect another four-clessroom 
block this year, but to date plons have not yet been 
completed. 


In accordance with our reenent with the Church of 
England, it is therefore recommended that the De,artment 
teke over the payment of the salaries of the three 
remaining teachers at the Alert Bay Indian Residential 

chool. This will mean nine divisions being operated 
with approximately hundred and sixty pupils. About 
two hundred will come from the Residential Sehool and 
the remaining one hundred and sixty will come from the 
\lert Bay Indisn Villege. 


This will provide a unified system of education at 
Alert Bay and will ensure a better calibre of teschers. 
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The Residential School teschers have been resigning 
regularly each yeur due to the hicher Salaries, better 
working conditions and Superonnustion benefits which 
Can be obtained in tesching in Indian Day Schools. 


I would recommend, theref re, that the Acting 
Minister grant auth rity in the usual way for the payment 
of salaries of these teachers at the Alert Bay Indian 
Residential School. It is antici ted that the salaries 
involved will amount to ab ut $6,500.00 a teaching year,

MEMORANDUM 


TO: Mre W. S. Arneil, Indien Commissioner for B.C. 


FROM: Mre Re. F. Davey, District Inspector of Indian Schools for B.C. 


Re: Consolidation of Classroom Work, 
Alert Bay Day and Residential Schools. 


With reference to Canon Cook's letter of July 12th. to 
Mr. Neary, I was very surprised by the tone of this letter, partic- 
ularly in view of the events which preceded Mr. Allsopp's conversation 
with Mr. Cook. On June 24th. I made a special trip to Alert Bay in 
order to arrange the details necessary before any consolidation could 
take place and on the evening of June 26th. I met with the two Principals 
and Mr. Todd so that a full discussion could take place with respect to 
the arrangements. At this meeting there was complete accord on all pro- 
posals except ono. This point was raised by Mre Allsopp and was with 
respect to the observance of Days of "Obligation". Mr. Allsopp wished 
that the pupils in residence at his school should be permitted to observe 
three days and be granted leave from classroom work for the whole or part 
of these days. I stated that I did not believe it was the Department's 
policy to grant leave to Protestant children on such occasions. I further 
stated that I felt that since the classroom work would take only five 
hours of the day there was ample opportunity for the Residential School 
to give whatever religious instruction the Principal thought necessary 
outside of classroom hours. Mr. Allsopp stated that it was probable 
that such an arrangement could be made but he was unwilling to make an 
adjustment in the routine of his school when he knew that the Roman 
Catholic Church received these privileges. 


After a discussion of probably ten or fifteen minutes, in 
which only Mr. Allsopp and myself participated, Mr. Todd suggested that, 
after all, this was a matter of policy which should be decided by the 
Department rather than at the meeting. With this I concurred. This 
seemed to be a reasonable solution to the impasse which had developed 
and I was certainly under the impression that Mr. Allsopp was quite 
content to have the matter left to the Department. I wish to repeat 
that this was the only point upon which there appeared to be a difference 
of opinion and also that the discussion was entirely between myself and 
the Principal of the Residential School, aside from the final suggestion 
by Mre Todd. At no time did Mrs. Scanlon enter into the discussion. 
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In view of the above, I am at a loss to understand Canon 
Cook's statement: "Mr. Todd apparently is taking the attitude that 
he and Mrs. Scanlon are going to be in full control of the activities 
of the children and that St. Michaels will simply be a place where 
they eat and sleep". 


In order that the Department may be fully informed, I shall 
outline all of the decisions which were made at this meeting on June 26,3 


le It was decided that as a temporary arrangement three class-~ 
rooms would be held in rooms made available by the Residential 
School. 


The assignment of Teachers to the rooms and grades was made. 


Mr. Allsopp agreed to provide living accommodation for two 
teachers, namely, Mrs. Lamperson and Mrs. Bridge. The amount 

of board and lodging was to be set by the Principal of the 
Residential School at a figure which would be fair and reasonable. 


The pupils from the Residential School would be escorted to 
and from the Residential School. 


A report would be provided by the Residential School each 
morning of the absentees of Residential School pupils. 


The Classroom Teachers would report each morning to the 
Principal of the Day School any absentees from their classes. 


In order to permit ample time for the Residential School 
children to return to the Residence for the lunch hour, the 
morning session would be closed at 11:45 and the afternoon 
session would open at 1:15. The afternoon session would 
end at 3:30. This adjustment in hours was to be tried to 
see if the hour and a half lunch period was suitable. 


No child was to be detained more than thirty minutes after 
school and no child in the Primary grades (Grades 1 to 3) 
was to be detained at all. 


Teachers detaining children in Grades 4 to 8 were to report 
such detentions to the Day School Principal so that the 
Residential School would be informed. 


Teachers in classrooms at the Residential School were to 
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share the responsibility of supervision of the Day 
School pupils in the lunchrooms and Playgrounds at 
noon and recesse 


The Principal of the Day School would be responsible for 
the grading and grouping of pupilse 


All village children would report to the Day School for 
class assignment on the first day of schoole 


The matter of the observance of Days of Holy Obligation 
would be referred to the Department for a decision. 


Copies of these arrangements were to be duplicated and 
copies sent to the Principal of the Day School, the 
Principal of the Residential School, the Indian Superint- 
endent and to each of the Teachers. 


You will note from the above that at no time was there any 
suggestion that the enrollment of pupils from the Residential School 
at the Day School implied that the Day School Principal would exercise 
any authority over the pupils once the normal classroom day had ended, 
nor is there any suggestion that the Principal of the Residential School 
should interfere with the operation of the Day School. If Mrs Allsopp 
felt that there was any attempt at interference with his authority or 
responsibilities, he certainly did not say so in my presence. I am 
confident that there was no wish on the part of either Mrs. Scanlon 
or Mr. Todd to do soe Surely Mr. Allsopp is not suggesting that he 
should control the operation of the Day School, particularly in view 
of the very inefficient manner in which the classroom work has been 
conducted in his school in the past three and a half years. I am ata 
logs to understand what Canon Cook means in his sentence: "In their 
zeal to “secularize" the school system there is grave danger that 
Mr. Todd, Mrs. Scanlon and the School Inspector are going to overlook 
the fact that the children in the Day School from St. Michaels are 
still residential school children". If he means that I feel that 
children from the Residential School in attendance at the Day School 
should conform with Day School regulations, he is quite correct. 


I take very strong objection to the implication in the third 
paragraph of Canon Cook's letter that the Day School has not a good 
standard of discipline; in fact, the Alert Bay Day School has made a 
very great contribution to the improvement of the behaviour of the 
children in Alert Bay. Unfortunately, a similar statement cannot be 
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made with respect to the Residential School. I have no hesitation in 
saying that the Alert Bay Day School is the most efficiently operated 
Indian Day School in British Columbia and compares very favorably with 
Provincial schools. 


Canon Cook makes inquiry concerning religious instruction. It 
has not been the practice of the Alert Bay Day School to devote 25 min~- 
utes per day to religious instruction as is permitted by Departmental 
regulations, but I know that the Day School has made a considerable con-= 
tribution in the way of moral instruction and character building through 
the efforts of the teachers. There is no reason why the Residential 
School should not follow the practice that is general in many Residential 
Schools of holding a brief religious period before the commencement of 
the classroom day or in the evenings, which I understand is the time set 
aside at the Alert Bay Residential School for prayers. 


Canon Cook asks: "Our handicfafts have played an important 
part in school life and this year an exhibit has been sent to Victoria - 
is this to be forfeited?". Some time ago I was asked by Mr. Allsopp 
whether the Residential School would be permitted to retain the tools 
now used at the Residential School for Industrial Arts. I informed him 
that as far as I was concerned I could see no objection to such an arrange- 
ment and I was fairly confident that the Department would permit this. I 
certainly do not feel that the Residential School should dictate to the 
Day School the program that should be instigated or interfere with Indus- 
trial Arts program which we are able to establish at the Day School. 


I regret that it is not possible for me to sit down with Canon 
Cook, Mre Allsopp and Mr. Neary for a discussion of this whole matter, 
but I cannot help but feel that this problem has assumed proportions quite 
beyond what is warranted. It is possible that Canon Cook gained an im- 
pression from Mr. Allsopp which the Reverend Principal did not wish to give.

In conversetion with Principal Allsopp, after our 
sit with you,(Its a pity it was not discussed when w were 
h you) he brought up the matter of co-operation between the 
+ Michael's School authorities and the day school au “ities 
Alert Bay when the experiment of having the residential 
school children attend day school classes goes into practice. 
In their zeal to "seculerize" the school system 
there is grave danger thet Mr. Todd, Mrs. Scanlon and the School 
Inspector are going to overlook the fact that the children in the 
day school from St. Michsels are still residential school 
children. Mr. Todd apparently is taking the attitude that he 
and Mrs. Scanlon are going to be in full control over the activities 
of the children and that Ste Michaels will Simply be the place 
where they eat and sleep. Such en attitude is altogether 
different from I.S.A. understanding of the experiment. 


It must be remembered thet through the years the 
Church of England has expended thousands of dollers and the 
labors of many of its adherents at St. Michaels in an effort to 
give the children a Christian upbringing and help them to adjust 
to changing conditions. If the control of the children is 
going to be taken out of the hands of the Principal the experiment 
is doomed to failure before it begins. We are willing to co- 
operate most certainly and fully expect to have to make many 
adjustments in residential school life tut if the St. Michaels 
children are going to be allowed to become undisciplined young- 
sters such as the villege children now are the whole purpose of 
the Church maintaining workers at St. Michaels is lost. 


As in the Roman Church - we too have days of 
obligation - is the observance of these special days to be 
discontinued? St. Michael's Day has, since the founding of

the School, been e day of celebration without any loss to the 
academic interests of the children - are these things to go by 
the board? What about religious instruction ~ is time in the 
curriculum to be allowed for this? Our handicrafts have played 
an important part in school life and this year an exhibit has 
been sent to Victoria - is this to be forfeited? 


We realize that because of this experiment we shall 
heve to concentrate more and more on extra curriculer and evening 
activities largely to overcome the influences the children will 
experience in their association with the village children. This 
letter is not meant to be a stumbling block in the way of 
progress - not by any means but simply to show how problems will 
arise unless all parties concerned have a firm understending 
of the whole purpose and conduct of the experiment. 


It would be appreciated if you would issue a 
directive on this topic to both the Day School and the 
Residential School authorities so that the matter may be clarified..

Michael's have been awarded the cup for the best 
outstanding exhibit of Indian arts and crafts, al- 
so two individual prizes. This exhibit is spon- 
sored by the Indian Arts and Crafte Society and 
is open to all Residential Schools, Day Schools, 
and individual Indians in the Province of British 
Columbia." 


I am certain that you not only will be in- 
terested in the above information but also will agree that 
it emphasizes the point I made in the latter part of the 
fourth paragraph of my letter of 12th July regarding the 
control of childrens’ activities when the day school class 
system goes into effect.

Ret Consolidation of Classroom Work, 


Alert Say Day and Residential Schools. 


With reference to Canon Cook's letter of July 12th. to 
Mre Neary, I was very surprised by the tone of this letter, partic- 
ularly in view of the events which preceded Mr. Allsopp's conversation 
with Mr. Cook. On Jume 24th. I made a special trip to Alert Bay in 
order to arrange the details necessary before any consolidation could 
take place and on the evening of June 26th. I met with the two Principals 
and Mr. Todd so that a full discussion could take place with respect to 
the arrangements. At this meeting there was complete accord on all pro- 
posals except one. This point was raised by Mr. Allsopp and was with 
respect to the observance of Days of "Obligation". Mr. Allsopp wished 
that the pupils in residence at his school should be permitted to observe 
three days and be granted leave from Classroom work for the whole or pert 
of these days. I stated that I did not believe it was the Department's 
policy to grant leave to Protestant children on such occasions. I further 
stated that I felt that since the classroom work would take only five 
hours of the day there was ample opportunity for the Residential School 
to give whatever religious instruction the Principal thought necessary 
outside of classroom hours. wr. Allsopp stated that it was probable 
that such an arrangement could be made but he was unwilling to make an 
adjustment in the routine of his school when he knew that the Roman 
Catholic Church received these privileces. 


After a discussion of probably ten or fifteen minutes, in 
which only Mr. Allsopp and myself participated, Mr. Todd suggested that, 
after all, this was a matter of policy which should be decided by the 
“epartment rather than at the meeting. With this I concurred. This 
seemed to be a reasonable solution to the impasse which had developed 
and I was certainly under the impression that Mr. Allsopp was quite 
content to have the matter left to the Department. I wish to repeat 
that this was the only point upon which there &ppeared to be a difference 
of opinion and also that the discussion was entirely between myself and 
the Principal of the Residential School, aside from the final suggestion 
by Mr. Todd. At no time did Mrs. Scanlon enter into the discussion. 
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In view of the above, I am at a loss to understand Canon 
Cook's statement: “Mr. Todd apparently is taking the attitude that 
he and Mrs. Scanlon are going to be in full control of the activities 
of the children and that St. Michaels will simply be a place where 
they eat and sleep". 


In order that the Department may be fully informed, I shall 
outline all of the decisions which were made at this meeting on June 26,1 


1. It was decided that as a temporary arrangement three class- 
rooms would be held in rooms made available by the Residential 
School. 


2. The assignment of Teachers to the rooms and grades was made. 


3. Mrs Allsopp agreed to provide living accommodation for two 
teachers, namely, Mrs. Lamperson and re. Bridge. The amount 
of board and lodging was to be set by the Principal of the 
Residential Sehool at a figure which would be fair and reasonable. 


The pupils from the Residential School would be escorted to 
and from the Residential School. 


A report would be provided by the Residential School each 
morning of the absentees of Residential School pupils. 


The Classroom Teachers would report each morning to the 
Principal of the Day School any absentees from their classes. 


In order to permit ample time for the Residential School 
children to return to the Residence for the lunch hour, the 
morning session would be closed at 11:45 and the afternoon 
session would open at 1:15. The afternoon session would 
ond at 5:50. This adjustment in hours was to be tried to 
see if the hour and a half lunch period was suitable. 


No child was to be detained more than thirty minutes after 
school and no child in the Primary grades (Grades 1 to 3) 
was to be detained at all. 


Teachers detaining children in Grades 4 to 8 were to report 
such detentions to the Day School Principal so that the 
Residential School would be informed. 


Teachers in classrooms at the Residential School were to 
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share the responsibility of supervision of the Day 
School pupils in the lunchrooms and Playgrounds at 
noon and recess. 


The Principal of the Day School would be responsible for 
the grading and grouping of pupils. 


All village children would report to the Day School for 
Class assignment on the first day of school. 


The matter of the observance of Days of Holy Obligation 
would be referred to the Department for a decision. 


Copies of these arrangements were to be duplicated and 
copies sent to the Principal of the Day School, the 
Principal of the Residential School, the Indian Superint- 
engent and to each of the Teachers. 


You will note from the above that at no time was there 
suggestion that the enrollment of pupils from the Residential School 
at the Day School implied that the Day School Principal would exercise 
any authority over the pupils once the normal classroom day had ended, 
nor is there any suggestion that the Principal of the Residential School 
should interfere with the operation of the Day School. If Mr. Allsopp 
felt that there was any attempt at interference with his authority or 
responsibilities, he certainly did not say so in my presence. I am 
confident that there was no wish on the part of either Mrs. Scanlon 
or Mr. Todd to do so. Surely Mr. Allsopp is not suggesting that he 
should control the operation of the Day School, particularly in view 
of the very inefficient manner in which the classroom work has been 
conducted in his school in the past three and a half years. I am at a 
loss to understand what Canon Cook means in his sentence: “In their 
zeal to “secularise" the school system there is grave danger that 
Mr. Todd, Mrs. Scanlon and the School Inspector are going to overlook 
the fact that the children in the Day School from St. Michaels are 
still residential school children", If he means that I feel that 
children from the Residential School in attendance at the Day School 
should conform with Day School regulations, he is quite correct. 


I take very strong objection to the implication in the third 
paragraph of Canon Cook's letter that the Day School has not a good 
standard of discipline; in fact, the Alert Bay Day School has made a 
very great contribution to the improvement of the behaviour of the 
children in Alert Bay. Unfortunately, a similar statement cannot be

made with respect to the Residential School. I have no hesitation in 
saying that the Alert Bay Day School is the most efficiently operated 
Indian Day School in British Columbia and compares very favorably with 
Provincial schools. 


Canon Cook makes inquiry concerning religious instruction. It 
has not been the practice of the Alert Bay Day Schovul to devote 25 min- 
utes per day to religious instruction as is permitted by Departmental 
regulations, but I know that the Day School has made a considerable con- 
tribution in the way of moral instruction and character building through 
the efforts of the teachers. There is no reason why the Residential 
School should not follow the practice that is general in many Residential 
Schools of holding a brief religious period before the commencement of 
the classroom day or in the evenings, which I understand is the time set 
aside at the Alert Bay Residential School for prayers. 


Canon Cook asks: “Our handicfafts have played an important 
part in school life and this year an exhibit has been sent to Victoria - 
is this to be forfaited?". Some time ago I was asked by Mr. Allsopp 
whethor the Residential School would be permitted to retain the tools 
now used at the Residential School for Industrial Arte. I informed him 
that as far as I was concerned I could see no objection to such an arrange- 
ment and I was fairly confident that the Department would permit this. I 
certainly do not feel that the Residential School should dictate to the 
Day School the program that should be instigated or interfere with Indus- 
trial Arts program which we are able to establish at the Day School. 


I regret that it is not possible for me to sit down with Canon 
Cook, Mrs Allsopp and Mr. Neary for a discussion of this whole matter, 
but I cannot help but feel that this problem has assumed proportions quite 
beyond what is warranted. It is possible that Canon Cook gained an im 
pression from Mr. Allsopp which the Reverend Principal did not wish to give.

MEMORANDUM <- Mr. W. 5. Arneil: 


Re: Consolidation Classroom Work, 
Alert Bay Day and Residential 
Schools. 


Qn September 17, 18, 20 and 21 I visited 
the Alert Bay Day and Residential Schools in order to make an assess~ 
ment of the effect of consolidating the classroom work of the two 
schools. In spite of some unavoidable difficulties oceasioned by 
the recent railway strike and the late arrival of teachers, this 
scheme has gone into effect with less difficulty than I had antic- 
ipated. These minor difficulties were overcome quite quickly and 
I was impressed with the smoothness with which the scheme was going 
forward. ‘The calibre of the teaching staff is good, the movement 
of children from the Residence to the Day School is taking place 
without friction, the classroom facilities, although inadequate 
at the present time, are far superior to the arrangement which 
prevailed at the Residential School in preceding years. Both the 
Principal of the Residential School and the Matron have atated that 
fer fewer difficulties have arisen than they had anticipated. I em 
sure this scheme will be even more effective when the new classroom 
block is provided, which will give adequate classroom space and re- 
lieve the crowled conditions which now prevail in the Residential 
School and also lighten the teaching load. 


The Principal of the Residential Scheol 
informs me that his staff is overworked at the moment because of 
two staff vacancies. In spite of this, my observation of the 
Residential School indicates that conditions there are much better 
than they have been since 1947 when I first visited the Residential 
School. In addition, all of the pupils are attending class on @ 
full day basis under competent teachers. A review of my reports 
indicate that in both these respects there has been a very marked 
improvement. The general tone of the children's behaviour has also 
greatly improved. 
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The chief difficulty is the failure of the 
two schools to coordinate their extra ourriculer work. This point 
was discussed at a meeting of the two Principals and Mr. Superintendent 
Todd. At this time I expressed the belief that there was no reason why 
there should not be more co-operative work and both Principals have 
agreed to try and work out a program which would make fuller use of the 
recreational facilities at both schocls. I cannot help but feel that 
part of this difficulty is occasioned by something less than full con- 
fidence on the part of the Principal of the Residential School in this 
experiment. I do not wish to imply that the Rev. Principal has not 
made some effort to be co-operative, quite the reverse is true, but it 
was evident that he wished to retain as moh control as possible over 
his pupils and seemed to resent the loss which hed already taken place. 
I feel confident, however, that as time goes on the effectiveness of 
the experiment will ocorvince Mr. Allsopp that the scheme is practical 
and that there ‘s no loss in woral instruction and character building. 


The primary weakness appears to be the lack of 
an overeall authority to control and co-ordinate the work. I am hope- 
ful that this deficiency will be minimised by the full co-operation of 
both schools. 


The use of three rooms at the Residential School 
and the shortage of staff at the Residence hac placed an unfair load on 
Mr. Allsopp and I should like to state that he has in this respect been 
the most co-operative and most understanding. 


Although it is somewhat early to mke a complete 
assessment as to how effective this scheme will be, there is no doubt 
that it has already made a marked improvement in the efficiency of the 
educational program at Alert Bay.

"Oonsidering the number of patients (14) at the 
Preventoriun, it is realised that some items on this list may 
seem in excess of normal recuirements Thie is due to several 
factors. In the first place, the Preventorium is operoted o8 & 
unit separate from the gchool, and it is felt it will be much 
more satisfactory and more economical in the long run if the 
supply is eetablished at the Preventorium. There can of course, 
due to cirecumetances, be practically no "doubling up" in the use 
of text books, and sincewe are subject to an irreguler ohange of 
patients there ig an unpredictable change of grades. However, 
there is a careful supervision of supplies with no waste.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
22nd instent and also copies of correspondence 
relating to the purchase of a "Book of Knowledge" for 
the Alert Bay Residential School. 


The records here indicate that a few years 
ago, when money was plentiful, a few sets of these 
books were purchased by way of experiment. In a 
period as critical as this, however, and at a time 
when we are called upon to use both sides of the 
paper, a request such as this cannot be even 
considered. 


Indian Agent Todd's reference to canvassers, 
who sold approximately $1500.00 worth of cheap 
jewelry to Indians, is somewhat disturbing. I 
appreciate very fully, of course, that it is 
exceedingly difficult for Indian agents to keep a 
Close check on such matters. It might be advisable, 
however, to remind Indian agents again and residential 
school principals that canvassing on Indian reserves 
and canvassing at Indian residential schools should 
not be permitted. Now that the Indian act is up for 
revision it is just possible that certain amendments 
may occur to you that would assist Indian agents and 
residential school principals in correcting these 
abuses.

The enclosed correspondence and Order Form 
received from Principal Anfield of St.Michael's Sehool will 
be self-explanatory. 


While no doubt this set of books would be 
valuable equipment for the school, nevertheless I cannot 
understand Principal Anfield making such a request when the 
Department are having difficulty in obtaining funds for the 
essential services which must be provided if our schools are 
to be kept in operation, and I cannot recommend that the De- 
partment make this purchase at this time. 


I might add the Agent for this Society called 
on me, and | gave him no satisfaction and requested that he 
not prevail upon the Indians to purchase this set of books. 

I pointed out to him that I felt the Indians should be expec- 
ted to put their money into Victory Bonds or War Savings 
rather than into this sort of thing at the present time; how- 
ever I understand he did sell one or two sets to Indians,and 
quite a number to the white settlements in this district. 


While I appreciate the value of this set of 
books for children in ordinary times, it seems to me these 
matters should be drawn to the Government's attention when 
they are striving for a total war effort, as there are thou- 
sends of dollars yearly being spent in this way which would 
otherwise be available to help finance the war if such sales 
were prohibited for the duration. 


I would like to also point out that during the 
past year an Agent selling jewellery made a canvass of Alert 
Bay, and it is definitely known to me that he sold approxim- 
ately fifteen hundred dollars' worth to Indians in the district 
before 1 got to know about it and ordered him to leave the 
Reserve. 

No doubt there will be other Agents in this 
district at the close of the present fishing season when the 
Indians have lots of money, and I personally will do everything 
I can to discourage sales of this nature.

Dear Canon Cook: 


With reference to your letter 
of January 28th regarding books and pictures for 
the Alert Bay Indian Residential School, we have 
reviewed our files and note that library books 
valued at $235. were shipped to the Alert Bay Day 
School this year and similar allotments were shipped 
to the day and residential school during the past 
number of years. 


It is presumed that you would like 
to have a number of books placed in the reading room 
adjoining the dormitories in the residential school 
for the children to use in the evenings. It is felt 
that a satisfactory circulating library can be arranged 
between the day school and the residential school for 
the purpose you mention. The Principal of the residential 
school should be able to arrange with the teachers to 
loan a quantity of books from each classroom for a period 
of two or three weeks and place these in the residential 
school reading room. 


After a period agreed upon, these books 
can be returned to the day school classrooms and new lots 
brought to the residential school. In this way, the 
books will serve two purposes and will become more attractive 
to the children in new surroundings. 
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I am forwardin; a copy of this letter 
to Indian Superintendent Todd in order that he 
may bring this matter to the attention of the 
principals in both schools.

On Saturday afternoon inst in company with Mr Inspecter 
Green I visited the Industrial Scheol with a view ef knewing 
the exact cenditien ef the equipment ef the school. We ther 
ecughly exerineéd all the beds and feund them in a rest depler 
-able condition. Mest ef the iren bedsteads eriginelly supplied 
by the Deparment as part ef the equipment ef the school are 
broken te pieces. The wire matt#Beses en these beds are 
completely wern eut. Fifteen ef these ceuld be repaired by 
purchasing new springs te put en the eld frames. I weuld 
respectfully request that 25 new iron beds cemplete with 
wire mattresser and weel over mattresses be supplied te the 
school, in addition to repairing the @ther mattresses. 

In the laundry we feund that the cepper beiler for heating 
the water fer washing and for beiling the clothes, is wern eut 
and the brickwerk and chimney in a dangeroué cendition. 

There should be alse a terra cotta drain pipe supplied 
te carry away the waete water in place ef the wooden bex in 
which it ig at prereent conveyed which keepe retting away 
and choking very eften.

Thie School is a credit te the Departrent in every ether 
way, but the per capita allowance, is net sufficient in 
view of the increased cest ef supplies, te pay fer these 
very necessary repairs. 

At the time ef our visit there were de-newk@imec only 
19 boys in residence, and these had enly been there a few 
days. Mr Green exarined them in reading and spelling while 
I was there,in which they acahitted therselves well. 

I would urge upen the Deparment the imrediate need ef 
these repairs te the Industrial School. The boys are quite 
able ,under the mahagement ef the Trades Inetructer, Mr G. Green, 
te de all the work, if the Deparment would find the material. 

The principal ef the Scheel inferred us that he ceuld 
easily get 35 beys in residence if the equipment weuld allew 
it.

I am enclosing Voucher No.88, for $509.06, 
in favor of Alert Hay Saw liills, for lumber and for 
material supplied to build the carpenter shop on the 
Industrial School Reserve, which is being fitted up 
for a temporary school roon. 


Competitive prices were obtained from the 
two saw-mills, one at Alert Bay and the other Wood and 
English Ltd., Englewood, six miles from here for ordi- 
nary merchantable lumber. Wood & Enelish gave me a 
figure of °20.00 a thousand f.0.b. scow at Englewood. 
The Alert Bay Saw Mill, gave a straight rate for that 
class of lumber at $21.00, but owing to the fact that 
Englewood is six miles away it would be necessary to 
hire a scow and have it towed up to Alert bay, and the 
scow returned, it was thought that the Alert bay Saw 
Mill figure was cheaper. More particularly, as they 
had the finer grades of lumber such as rustic and floor- 
ing on hand, while the other mill does not make them at 
all and they would have had to be purchased elsewhere. 


There will be another account later on for 
the lining which is now being put into the school, which 
is on a separate appropriation. he wages have all been 
paid up to date, but there is still a little money left 
over, and the painting is not quite completed, so that 
the statement and balance sheet will not be sent in until 
the building is entirely finished.

greatly hope that these may be undertaken by your Department at 
the earliest date possible. The items mentioned were carefully 
considered in conjunction with Mr. Indian Agent Halliday during 
my recent visit to Alert Bay, and approved by him. If the 
drainage flume mentioned could be made of cement tile instead of 
plank it would be more satisfactory in the long run. 


In another communication I will place before you 
certain recommendations with regard to the proposed new School at 
this centre. In the meantime I trust the repaixs requested in Mr. 
Anfield's letter may be sanctioned and the work undertaken 
immediately.

The Department has received a communication from the 
Principal of the Alert Bay Indian Residential School enclosing the 
report.ef the Inspector on the heating equipment in the Girls’ Home, 
It is noted that there are a number of matters requiring attention in 
connection with the heating equipment. You will, no doubt, have 
been supplied with a copy of the Inspector's revort. 


You should give the matter of the installing of a new front 
section your attention. It is noted that the Inspector recommends 
that this section be installed without delay. 


The Inspector also states that several air cocks should be 
renewed, and that one steam inlet is in bad order. He also states 
that the safety valve is too smll for the purpose of relieving 
excess steam, and that another, either flanged or screwed, should be 
attached to the boiler or to the steam pipes imuediately adjacent to 
the boiler. Its diamete? to be not less than 3" pipe size, 


The Inspector further recommends that an experienced 
engineer, with a low pressure heating certificate, be in charge during 
the boilers operation, as, without this attention, his certi¢icate 
authoriging a working pressure could not be issued, 


You should see that this boiler is placed in good working 
condition, keeping all costs for the purpose as low as possible, 
The pepartment will expect you to give this matter your personal 
attention, and you should forward an itemized account » in duplicate, 
properly certified, covering the cost.

re Furnace Installation - Proposed New School, 


Alert Bay, B. C. 


I have the honour to bring to your attention the 
following suggestions with regard to the proposed new school 
at Alert Bay. 


At the present time there is a great deal of diffi- 
culty entailed in the securing of coal supplies for plants 
using this fuel at Alert Bay. For some reason or other, the 
mines require a sreat deal of notice before shipment of coal 
can be made. In addition to this, there is a considerable 
hazard in bringing coal in large amounts to the Bay. Should 
the furnace in the new building be of the coal-burning type, 
sufficient coal will be required to make it almost essential 
that this fuel be brought in by scow, owing to prohibitive 
freight rates on the coast cargo carriers. I have figures 
to show that coal laid down in less than 50 ton lots at Alert 
Bay costs more per ton, than coal delivered by the carload at 
Lytton, BC. The relative figures are $11.50 per ton at 
Alert Bay and $10.25 at Lytton. 


In addition to this question, we have to face the 
fact that coai brought in to Alert Bay either by scow or freight 
boat in such quantities as will be required in the new school 
will mean a tremendous amount of manuel labour to bring from 
either the beach or wharf to the schools. At the Bay we have 
at present only one horse and one small cart which cannot 
handle more than 500 lbs. So it will apvear that the fuel 
problem at the proposed new school will be a serious one and 
one that I feel the Department should take under serious advise- 
ment. 


I am investigating at present two proposed alterna- 
tives to the burning of coal, one being the Oil-o-Matic Burner 
for installation in standard type furnaces and also a new sawdust 
burner for standard type furnaces. 


With regard to the former, I should say that in Alert 


Irndiar Pairs 3 7 i 
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Bay there are four companies with oil stations and fuel oil could 
be procured at wholesale prices with 4 minimum of expense in 
pbacing same in the school. The great advantage of this type 

of burner appears to be its cleanliness and ease of operation, 
coupled with assurance of steady heat. Although I have not at 
present the figures, I am given to understand that the initial 
cost is amply repaid by economy of operation. 


The sawdust burner is @ new jdea and is at present 
in operation in several large hotels and apartment houses in 
Vancouver. However, they have been faced with the problem ofa 
lack of sawdust for fuel, which condition of course would have to 
be seriously thought out with reference to Alert Bay. There is, 
as the Department knows, & sawmill there belonging to the B.C. 
Fishing & Packing Company, which I understand has just signed a 
re-lease of the Mission property on which the sawmill stands,for 
a period of 99 years. As at present operating, this sawmill 
will be compelled to put in a modern standard sawdust burner and 
I feel that were the Department convinced of the assurety of fuel 
supply from this mill, that the sawmill authorities would be glad 
to get rid of the sawdust and could possibly save themselves a 
large vill for the erection of a new burner. Of course, it must 
be taken into account that with the present precarious condition 
that exists in the fishing industry, the time might come within 
the course of years when this sawmill would cease to operate. 

Of the two alternatives, I feel that the Oil-o- 
Matie system presents the best possibilities and I will forward 
to your Department full literature and particulars of same as 
soon as I have procured these.

Sir:- 


I am in receipt of a communication from Canon 
S. Gould, Secretary of the M.S.C.C. to the effect that the 
Department contemplate making replacement of the present 
buildings at the Residential Schools, Alert Bay. In this 
connection, there are some points that I wish to bring to 
the attention of the Department. 


SITE It has come to my attention that there is 

Some controversy about the location of the new buildings. 
Some years ago, the Department had cleared ten acres of 

land for the proposed new school. This site was chosen 

by our Dr. Westgate, working in conjunction with your 

Indian Agent, Halliday and a lr. Myles Morley who, I under- 
stand, was appointed by your Department for this purpose. 
These three gentlemen were unanimous in their opinion with 
regard to the moving of the location of the school from the 
present site which is on the beach to a more elevated 
position, the site chosen being some 250 feet above sea 
level. Acting on their recommendation, the Department had 
cleared the necessary land for construction purposes. It 

is only recently that your Indian agent, Halliday, seems to 
have taken objection to the site originally chosen, his 

claim being that weather conditions, coupled with increased 
cost of transportation of supplies would render the operating 
cost of the new plant greatly in excess of what it would be 
should the school be built down below. Speaking personally, 
I am quite prepared to abide by the decision of your Depart- 
ment as to location, but I feel that I should inform you that 
should the field between the two schools be chosen, it will 
be necessary to have thorough drainage put in to make this 
puilding at all safe. All the land at the bottom of the 
hill is a gravel bar and I feel that were test piles driven 
water would be found very close to the surface. Your Depart- 
ment will no doubt be aware that when the girls' home was 
constructed, it was impossible to find solid foundation land. 
Might I suggest, in closing this subject, that am architect 
be appointed to proceed to Alert Bay and make definite choice 
of location, independent of existing opinions at that place. 
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ACCOMMODATION: As this will be the only school under the 
administration of the Indian & Eskimo Commission in the 
Province of British Columbia; and as the field to be served 
is very extensive, stretching as it does from Cape Mudge to 

the Naas River and taking in the Anglican children of the 
Queen Charlotte Islands, we would strongly recommend that 
accommodation for at least 175 children be incorporated in 

the new plant. I am under advisement from your Indian Agent 
at Masset, Queen Charlotte Islands that he would be prepared 
to give us at least 50 children; and I am also in receipt 

of communications from Indians of the Prince Kupert agencies 
expressing a desire to have their childrem who are Anglicans 
transferred from the Coquileetza Residential institute, Sardis, 
B.C. So it will be seen that we will have no trouble whatever 
in filling this school and in keeping it filled. 


TYPE OF BUILDING: I have to inform you that I have this day 
returned trom Lytton, B.C., where, at the invitation of the 
Principal, Rev. A. R. Lett, I, with him and the foreman of 
construction, made a careful inspection of the new St. George's 
school. Allow me to congratulate the Department on the 
splendid building that they are putting up for the education 
of the children of the Interior Indians. I feel that we 
could not do better than ask the Department to give us at 
Alert Bay a replica of this building. There are, however, 

a few changes that might be incorporated in our building and 
so save the Department the necessity of having to change the 
plans or add extras on to the initial contract, and I feel 
that if these suggestions aregiven due weight that a building 
will be erected worthy of the best interests of the Department 
of Indian Affairs. For convenience, I will deal with the 
building floor by floor. 


GROUND FLOOR 


Playrooms: Should the Department build to accommodate the 
requested number of children, the playroom space in this 
school will be entirely inadequate. It is well known in 
Child Welfare Work that segregation of age and type are essen- 
tial for the best interests of children. One playroom for 

100 boys ranving in age from seven to eighteen does not bring 
an institution of this size in line with modern Child Welfare 
ideas. 


Bathroom & Toilets: These I note are placed on the ground 
it I suggest that the three shower baths be reduced 
» thus allowing five tub baths, which will be none too 
many for the number of children using them. Four toilets are 
far trom suificient and I would suggest that the number be 
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increased to at least six, leaving the urinals as per the 
plans. If possible, I would suggest the removal of both 
bathrooms and toilets to another part of the building, and 
turning the space at present occupied by them into a junior 
play room. 


Diningroom - Staff; 4s there will be no married staff 
quarters available at alert Bay outside of the Principal's 
residence, all staff meubers will have to use this dining 

room, which will be very much too small. The Plans show a 

12' x 18' room, which should be increased in length at least 

to 24 ft. In this room there should also be a door allowing 
direct contact with the kitchen, thus preventing the necessity 
of staff food and dishes being carried from the kitchen through 
the children's dining room into the staff dining room. 


Kitchen; It will be noted in the plans of the St. George's 
School that there is a 24" steel girder supporting the walls 
and ceiling. Below this come the pipes, etc. As there is 
no great weight supported by this girder, would it not be 
possible to decrease its depth to, say, 12", which would raise 
the piping out of reach of the children. Might I suggest, 
please, that toilets be installed in the two closets in the 
corridor outside the kitchen. 


Schoolrooms: These rooms are excellent, with the exception 

° @ one immediately adjacent to the Principal's residence, 
Which has blocked the light on one side. If this could in 
any way be remedied, it would make the work very much easier 
both for pupil and teacher. There is need in all school rooms 
for doubling the blackboard Space at present granted. 


pou ing Room: As there will be no continuation class at Alert 
ay tor a year ortwo and as there will bea great deal of 
Sewing and dressmaking carried on for the iarge number of 
new children to be admitted, might I request Please that a 
double door be placed, ellowing access from the sewing room 
to the continuation class room which could be used as a dress 
ne room, allowing the sewing room to be kept for mending, 
etc. 


FIRST FLOOR 
Gymnasium-Assembly Hall: We would stroyggly urge the Depart- 
men °o allow e assembly Hall to be equipped for a gymnasiun, 
and the windows to be screened as has been done at Lytton. 
It will be also necessary that radiation should be of the wall 


pattern, as, should the Tadiators be placed on the floor as 
they are at Lytton, children playing basketball or other 
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® The Secretary, Dept. of Indian Avfairs — 4. 20. 1. 28. 


games are liable to serious injury. As the window screens 
will be permanent, might I suggest that windows be constructed 
to open outwards. 


Principal's Office: Might I suggest thet a door be placed 
between the Principal's office and what is the white children's 
class room at Lytton, as I intend using this room as an office 
and receiving room for bales for the use of the Matron in 
Charge and access to and from the Principal's office wuld be 
very helpful. 


Toilet Accommodatiom: I notice that there is a room for visiting 
ndians an at, under the plan of St. George's, such Indians 

would have to use the only staff bathroom and toilet on this 
floor. This, I am sure, the Department would not wish to 

happen and I would Suggest that toilet accommodation for the 
visiting Indians' room be incorporated in a closet built into 
the room. 


FIRST DORMITORY FLOOR. 


There is no method shown on the plans for separating 
the boys and girls on this floor. It is most essential that 
a@ double door be placed at the Infirmary entrance, thus allowing 
boys and girls to enter the Infirmary from their respective 
sides of the building without mecting in the passage. This 
partition would necessitate another staff toilet and bathroom 
on this floor. 


TOP FLOOR 


Although there are two staff bedrooms on this floor, 
there are no toilet facilities on the plan and I feel that it 
is only fair to the staff that such should be installed ana 
that they should not be asked to 60 downstairs for toilet 
purposes. 


GENERAL 


Storage; There is a sad lack of Storage space provided in 
this failaing. We would bring to the attention of the Depart- 
ment the fact that most of our children are clothed from bales 
sent by the W.A. and this method requires a very large storage 
at approximately the same 
ge storage rooms be built 
building to the assembly 


liar Pai > 7 is

Cupboards and Lockers: The plan of the new St. George's 
aekeet shows no provision for locker Space either in the play 
rooms or dormitories. As the children are away from home and 
have no place that they can really call their own, might I 
urge strongly that the Department instal steel individual 
lockers in the basement playrooms and wooden open type lockers 
either in the dormitories or corridors adjacent thereto. These 
lockers would be used for the children's clothing. It will 
also be most necessary that adequate cupboard and shelf facil- 
ities be placed in the sewing rooms and in all storage cup- 
boards. 


Should the Department see fit to build the Assembly 
Hall as a gymnasium, might I ask that the thickness of the 
floor be double that installed at Lytton. This will be neces- 
sary for the installation of gymnasium apparatus. 


Water Conservation: The Department is no doubt aware of the 
excessive r at Alert Bay and I would strongly urge that 

a large soft-water conservation tank be installed on the laundry 
roof, large enough and so equipped that it could handle prac- 
tically all the water from the roof downpipes. AS we have to 
pump all water for the school, such a tank would mean a tremendous 
Saving in operating costs as related to the water supply of the 
school. 


It is most essential that doors be Placed allowing 
entrance to the rear of the building from both boys' and girls! 
sides. 


Principal's Residence; Might I suggest that a window be placed 
Tooking out over the Playgrounds, similar to that put in Mr. 
Lett's house at Lytton. 


I would recommend and ask that the Principal's 
residence and the boys' side of the building be placed together 
and the girls' wing on the other side of the front entrance. 
With this plan, it will be necessary to place the boiler room 
and engine house to the rear of the boys' side, with the kitchen 
and laundry accessible to and to the rear of the girls' side. 


I would strongly recommend that some kind of tower 
be placed on the roof of this building, to take from it the 
extremely flat looking appearance which the new St. George school 
has. This might be incorporated in a bell tower. 


To ensure adequate water Supply for domestic and fire- 
fighting purposes, it will be necessary for the Department to 
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enlarge the present reservoir capacity and also to instal 
a lerger engine and pump. The well supply of water will 
be adequate to allow of increased pumping facilities. 


I am at present working on the equipment to be 
required for this new school and will be ready to submit 
same to the Department in a week's time. 


Trusting that the Department will favourably view 
these suggestions and assuring them of our utmost willingness 
to co-operate in the erection of a building that will be 
poth useful and pleasing to the eye, I have the ..onour to be,

In this connection I have noted your suggestion 
that a frame building, which could later be used as an 
engineering shop, be constructed to be used for dormitory 
purposes until the new res idential school is completed, 
when this building could revert to ite intended use as an 
engineering shop. The Department, after giving your 
suggestion consideration, is not prepared to authorize 
the erection of this building. You should not take 
into the school more pupils than eo n be accommodated 
under the present arrangements, as, in the interests of the 
health of the children, there should be no overcrowding in 
the dormitories. In complying with these requirements, 
it is hoped that the school can carry on until such time 
ae a new building is erected.
